Not Satisfied with the Work of the State 
Canvassing Board They Will Organize 
One of Their Own—The Inaugural Ball 
to Be Done Away With—North Dakota 
Chooses One Fusion and Two Harrison 
Electors, Also a Republican Congress- 
man. 

Torexa, Kas., Dec. 6.—[Special.]—The 
Populist leaders have decided to organize the 
Kansas House of Representatives notwith- 
standing the fact that the State Canvassing 
Board has issued a majority of the certificates 
of election to Republican legislative candi- 
dates. 

The plan by which this is to be accom- 
plished was agreed upon at a secret meeting 
of Populists and Demecrats held in this city 
last night. There were present at the meet- 
ing the leading Populist and Pusion Demo- 
cratic candidates for United States Senator, 

According to certificates of election issued 
by the State Canvassing Board the Republic- 
ans have sixty-four members of the House, 
the Democrats two, and the Populiste fifty. 
nine. In Coffey County the Republicans and 
Populist candidates were tied. This tie was 
decided in favor of the Republican 
candidate by the Republican Board of 
Canvassers in secret session, it being reported 
that lots had been drawn which resulted favor- 
ably to the Republicans. In Haskell County 
Joseph Rosenthal, a Democrat, was elected, 
but the County Clerk, in certifying to the re- 
turna, gave Rosenthal’s vote to his Republican 
opponent, so the board issued the certificate 
of election to the Republican. The Populists 
claim that the apparent Republican majority 
was obtained through sharp practice and that 


in reality they elected a majority of the mem- 


bers, They also claim that at this time there 
is no legal remedy for the wrong that has 
been done them, and have agreed upon what 
seems to be a revolutionary plan to get posses- 
sion of the lower branch of the Legislature on 
the morning of Jan. 9, 

All of the Populist State officers elect will 
take the oath ot office that day, for the Repub- 
lican incumbents will retire at noon Jan. 10, 
It will be the duty of R. S. Osborne, the new 
Secretary of State, to organize the House. 
He will call that body to order and read the 
names of the members who are entitled to 
seats. It is his duty to read the names of those 
who have been given certificates of election by 
the State Canvassing Board, but he will sub- 
stitute for W. A.Stubbs of Haskell County the 
name of Joseph Rosenthal, who was really 
elected, and for Coffey County he will read 
the name of O. M. Rice, Populist, instead of 
T. E. Ballinger, who won the tie, This will 
place the Republicans in the minority. 

The Populists will at once organize the 
House on this report, after which committees 
will be appointed to wait on the Governor 
and Senate to notify them that the House is 
ready for business. This done the House will 
immediately adjourn, The Governor and 
Senate, both being Populists, will recognize 
the committees appointed in this way. The 
new State officers, all Populists, will consti- 
tute the State Board of Canvassers. 


The Next Step. 


The board will convene as soon as the 
House adjourns and organize as a contest 
court before which will appear all Populists 
who will in the meantime have 
filed notices of contest. The program 
is to decide all of these in 
favor of the Populist candidates and issue 
them certificates of election. These will be 
sent to the House as soon as it reconvenes, 
and those who hold them will be given their 
seats. 

By this plan the Populists will have a clear 
majority. Two of the contests, which it is 
claimed the board has authority to decide, 
come from Jefferson and Reno Counties. 
The last Legislature in redistricting the 
State for legislative purposes neglected to 
put the Town of Holton, in Jefferson Coun- 
ty, and Nickerson, in Reno County, in any 
district. In canvassing the vote the board 
of Canvassers counted the votes in these towns 
in the districts in which it was evidently in- 
tended they should be included. Had they 
been omitted two Populists would have been 
elected instead of two Republicans. It is 
claimed by the Populists that the canvassing 
beard had no right to count the vote of either 
Holton or Nickerson, and that in doing so it 
exceeded its authority. On this they base the 
right claimed of the incoming board to re- 
view the work done by the retiring board.

Thursday, Dec. 15, the State Board of Can- 
vassers will meet as a contest court to take 
evidence in the case of Cabbell, Populist can- 
didate for Elector, against wey, Repub- 
hean.

Disgraceful Posters Used by a Theatrical 
Company—The Law Powerless. 

A most glaring instance of the more than 
questionable method of catching the public 
eye was inflicted upon Chicago last week, and 
so daring are the bills that they 
overstep the boundaries of decency. 
These posters are used to advertise a per- 
formance now being given at one of the 
second-class theaters. The posters are of the 
largest size used. They represent a large 
table, ostensibly having been or to be used 
for dining purposes, but nothing 1s to be seen 
upon it except a basket of fruit and a start- 
ling number of champagne bottles. - Seated 
around the board are figures representing 
President Hurrison, President-elect Cleve- 
land, James G. Blaina, Senator David B. Hill, 
Chauncey M. Depew, and another man the 
back of whose head gives no clew to his iden- 
tity. Seated with them are an equal num- 
ber of women whose features are neither fa- 
miliar to the public nor pleasing to the sight. 
They are attired in gowns that are remark- 
able only for their brevity and their heads are 
covered with a mass of short, curly hair. These 
unknown and altogether disagreeable persons, 
to judge by appearances, are upon most fa- 
miliar terms with the illustrious guests of the 
opposite sex, upon whom they smile with ex- 
pressions of persons thoroughly satisfied with 
themselves and their surroundings. The gen- 
tlemen are made to appear equally elated, 
with the exception uf Senator Hill, who has a 
most pronounced expression of ennui, Presi- 
dent Harrison is made to lean his arm in a 
most affectionate manner across the back of 
the chair occupied by the woman next him, 
much to that person’s gratification.

President Harrison’s last annual message to 
Congress has plenty of ginger in it. The 
usual complaint that the message is atiresome 
recital of department reports is not heard to- 
day. The frankness with which the President 
recognizes and accepts the meaning of the 
recent election is too pronounced to suit the 
Democrats. They realize their own troubles 
too keenly to care to be reminded of them by 
an outgoing chief magistrate. But inasmuch 
as the message is supposed to be a statement 
of the country they can’t blame the President 
for the evidences of ite general prosperity 
which he marshals. 

The strength of his conviction that the pro- 
teotive policy is the best for the country made 
it certain that he would say so, but the party 
which is coming into power would rather have 
had him stop there. His recommendation 
that the whole subject of tariff revision be left 
to the incoming Congress is characterstic of 
the directness with which Gen. Harrison al- 
ways gives his views. The arguments he ad- 
vances are not relished by his opponents. He 
fcrces upon them the burning question of an 
extra session in a way tha? cannot be dodged. 
Equally pointed is what the President says 
about the state of the public revenues and the 
misleading statements that have been made 
regarding them. His analysis of the condi- 
tion of the finances is so clear that noone can 
miss its point, 

It is a proper time to recall, as he does, the 
loss in the revenue which has resulted from 
the removal, by a Republican Conyress, of the 
tax upoa imported sugars, This reminder 
becomes the more pertinent because some of 
the Democratic leaders are advocating a re- 
imposition of the sugar tax. What the Presi- 
dent says about the state of the revenue is in 
itself an ment for the y which will 
soon come into power defining its tariff and 
fiscal policy at an early date, 

The President's recommendations concern- 
ing Canada are not the least important part of 
the message. He indicates clearly his belief 
that the time is coming when this country 
must take a definite stand for legislation re- 
* the 2 which Canada now eu- 
joys unless there is a radical change in the 
policy of the Dominion and unless some 
reciprocation of the privileges granted by the 
United States is shown. The summary which 
the President gives of the work of the differ- 
ent departments of the government is init- 
self a vindication of his whole administra- 
tion. Little need be added to it. His recom- 
mendation that the whole subject of quaran- 
tine regulations should be taken into na- 
tional control has been anticipated.

Damage $225,000, Insurance $160,000 — 
Mr. Childs Cares for the Firemen, 

PaILaD Pa., Dec. 6.—The Public 
Ledger Build ing, at Sixth and Chestnut streets, 
was almost gutted this evening by fire, The 
damage by fire was confined almost entirely 
to the composing-room, situated on the top 
floor, but a torrent of water poured down 
through the building, flooding every floor. 
The loss will probably be between $200,000 
and $250,000. 

The Ledger building is a five-story brown- 
stone structure with a mansard roof. The fire 
originated at 5 o’clock in the basement, and

The files of the paper were all saved and the 
many rare and costly articles in Mr, Childs’ 
private office were all carried out.

Just before 12 o’clock they were carried into 
the basement of University Hall, where the 
freshmen boys and young women were gath- 
ered. Three minutes later the class marched 


up-stairs. 

President Rogers heard the disturbance and 
ame out of chapel. He grasped the sit- 
uation and one of the canes at the same in- 
stant. Holdiig it up he called out that no 
men with canes would be allowed in 

chapel. The boys all turued around and 
walked out of the building. 

But meanwhile the girls of the class had en- 
tered the chapel by another door and were dis- 
playing their canes when President Rogers re- 
— chapel carrying the captured cane. 

He walked back to where they were and or- 
dered them to take the canes out of the room.

ABDUCTED FROM AN ASYLUM. 


Two Men Arrested for Taking the Wife of 
One of Them from Dunning. 

Walter Brandt and Walter Ypcinsxi are 
locked up at the Irving Park Police Station 
charged with abductimg Brandt’s wife, who is 
an inmate of Brower Cottage for the insane 
at Dunning, A man named Bessler, who 
abetted the two, has not yet been arrested. 
~ Brandt and his companions drove up to the 
asylum in a carriage at 4 o’clock Sunday. 
They were admitted to the ward in which Mrs. 
Brandt was confined. Two hours later one of 
the attendants went to supper, leaving the 
other, Mrs. Prendergast, in charge of the pa- 
tients. The three men and Mrs. Brandt con- 
tinued talking in Polish for a few moments, 
then all arose and started toward the door. 
Mis. Prendergast attempted to stop the wom- 
an at the door, but was seized by the men and 
jerked outside. The men then hurried Mrs. 
Brandt into the carriage. Mrs. Prendergast 
followed the four out to the sidewalk still try- 
ing to get possession of her patient. Happen- 
ing to turn around she noticed that the door 
of the ward was open and several patients 
were about to escape. She rushed back to 
close the door, and when she returned to the 


sidewalk the men had driven away with the 


woman. As soon as the other attendant re- 
turned Mrs. Prendergast reported the case to 
headquarters. All the available force at the 
Superintendent’s disposal was put out in 
search of the missing patient, but as it was 
then quite dark no trace of her could be 
found. Then the case was reported to the po- 


Monday afternoon Brandt and Ypcinski 
ht the woman back to the asylum. She 
was in bad physical condition from the ex- 
posure she hai been subjected to cut in the 
cold night air in her thin clothing. The two 
men after leaving the woman at the cottage 
went toa saloon just across the way. As soon 
as Supt. Sawyer heard of the return of the 
patient he telephoned to the police. The offi- 
cers found them in the saloon where, it is 
said, they resisted arrest. They were finally 
overpowered and taken to the station, where 
Brandt confessed to having abducted his wife. 
Yesterday Officer Mullaney of the Irving 
Park police called upon City Prosecutor Dib- 
ble to know under what charge the men 
whould be prosecuted. The statute does not 
cover abduction from an asylum. Later the 
two men were arraigned in Justice Severson’s 
court and held in $500 bonds to appear 
Thursday. 
Brandt is a shoe dealer and lives on Fry 
street. Ypcinski is a street car conductor, 
employed by the West Side railway company.

‘BUN BY THIEVES, 


Organized Bands of Plunderers Rob Citi- 
zens and Laugh at the Pelice—Crooks 
and Officers Exchange Shots — Politics 
and Crime Work Hand in Hand—Two 
Men Arrested While, Trying to Break 
Into a Saloon—Their Supposed Accom- 
plices Also Captured—Record of Thefts, 


Detective Thomas Duffy of the Thirty-fifth 
Street Station and Patrolmen Wolf and 
O'Connell started out Saturday night with a 
warrant to arrest J. „ alias Tom 
Gorman, alias Sam Kohen, alias William 
Mahony. They found him in a house at 
Thirty-fourth street and Emerald avenue and 
as they took him away were fired upon from 
the upper windows of the house. The officers 
returned the fire, but no one was hit. The 
prisoner was taken to the station and at once 
bailed out. 

The Thirty-fifth street police district is be- 
ing terrorized by four gangs of thugs. When 
one of these thieves is arraigned a number of 
witnesses are brought in from the South and 
North Sides to swear to alibis. The Justices 
at the Thirty-fifth Street Station do not know 
these witnesses and the accused is released. 

A German was held up and robbed of $10 
within twenty feet of the Thirty-fifth Street 
Station last week. The Superintendent of a 
packing house was held up and at the point of 
a revolver robbed of $l4a few nights ago at 
Fortieth and Halsted streets. There ave 
been many robberies in that preciuct within 
the last month. The pickpockets continue 
rifling the kets of passengers on the Hal- 
sted and Thirty-first street cars. They run 
the street car lines to suit themselves, and 
when arrested they laugh at the officers. 
Most of the fathers of these thieves and thugs 
own saloons in the ‘precinct and govern the 
politics of the territory. 


BURGLARs CAUGHT IN THE ACT. 


Two Men Arrested While Trying to Break 
Into a Saloon—Light Penalty. 

Albert Geildermeister, a saloonkeeper at 
Halsted and Randolph streets, was awakened 
at 2 a. m. yesterday morning by hearing the 
window of his saloon on the floor below be- 
ing broken. He fired two shots from his re- 
volver to attract attention and then from the 
upper window covered two men who had 
broken the window until Sergt. Roche and Of. 
ficer Hoyne arrived, who placed them under 
arrest. They gave the names of Ignatz Kit- 
owski aud Frank Cedort. 

Just then several shots were fired a block 
north on Halsted street. Lieut. Gallagher 
and Officers Meany and O'Day ran up and ar- 
rested two men. One of them fired at Meany 
and the bullet tore a hole through the front ot 
his coat. They gave the names of Max Mack 
and Martin Hansen. It is believed that they 
were companions of the men who broke the 
window, and that they fired their revolvers to 
distract attention from their acccomplices 
while they were trying to rob the saloon. Justice 
Blume fined Kitowski $25 for disorderly con- 
duct and relpased Cedorf. The trial of the 
other two prisoners has been continued until 
next Saturday. 


Five Suspicious Characters Arrested, 

Locked up at the Thirty-fifth Street Station are 
five men whom the police believe to be dangerous 
thieves. They are Francis Freeman, John, alias 
Snyder, Powers, James Downey, James Naughton, 
alias Irish Jim, and John Freeman. Sunday 
night Officers Wolff, O'Connor, and Duffy were 
standing at Thirty-fourth and Halsted streets 
when they heard a loud noise at the corner of 
Thirty-fourth street and Emerald avenue.

The plan for increasing the police force out- 
lined in Ald. Brookman's resolution introduced in 
the Council Monday night is causing considera- 
ble discussion. His idea is to raise a fund by pri- 
vate subscription out of which additional officers 
can be hired. 

The present force,“ says the Alderman, is 
unable to meet the needs of the city and its in- 
efficiency will be more apparent next year. The 
only way to solve the difficulty ig to ask for sub- 
scriptions. Next year’s police appropriations 
will not be much larger than the present and 
the needs of the city will be much greater. By 
the subscription plan 300 to 500 men could be 
added to the force.

Secretary of the Whisky Trust Explains 
the Cause of It. 

Peter J. Hennessey,Secretary and a director 
of the whisky trust, was seen last night at 
his residence, No. 315 Superior street, in re- 
gard to the rise in price of whisky. He said: 

Regarding the bulge in whisky I can say 
that we raised today the price 5 cents on the 
gallon. There had been so much speculative 
interest pushed into the market that we were 
forced to this step to stop speculation.” 

What caused this speculation?” 

Weill, the fact that the result of the elec- 
tion changed the controi of the government 
and law-making power from the hands of the 
Republicans to the Democrats had something 
to do with it. The rumors as to the change 
of the tax on whisky also affected it. 
We have had great trouble since 
the election in filling our orders.

POLICY OF THE NEW CABINET, 


its First Meeting Held-WIII Allow Free 
Discussions—More Check Payees. 
Paris, Dec. 6.—President Carnot presided 
at the meeting of the Cabinet which was held 
this afternoon and at which was discussed the 
deciarations of the policy which the Ministry 
will make Thursday. It is understood that it 
was agreed to allow a discussion with regard 
to the respective powers of the judiciary and 
Legislature immediately after the, reading of 
the Ministry’s declaration, which, it is ex- 
pected will lay special stress on the pacific in- 
tentions of the Cabinet. 
M. Viasto Also a Beneficiary. 
Three members of the Panama Investigat- 
mg committee went this morning to the offices 
of the Crédit Mobilier and ascertained that 
the recipient of two of the Thierree checks, 
one for 50,000 and the other for 40,000 francs, 
was M. Vlasto, manager of the Comptoir 
d’Escompte. M. Viasto appeared before the 
committee this afternoon and explained how 
he came to receive the two checks that were 
paid into the Credit Mobilier. He said that 
Baron de Reinach had assigned him a share 
in the underwriting syndicate which took the 
Panama Canal Lottery issue, He ought to 
have received 125,000 francs altogether, but 
he had only received 90,000 francs and Baron 
de Reinach had died owing him 35,000 francs. 


Several payees of Thierree checks appeared 


before the Panama Investigating committee 
today and declared the checks they had re- 
ceived were m payment of ordinary debts 
owed by Baron de Reinach, and that these 
transactions were not connected with the do- 
ings of the Panama Canal company. 
Chabert, an engineer, who- as one of the 
payees is credited with receiving a large 
amount from the canal company, on being 
questioned about the relations of M. Herz 
and Baron de Reinach, replied that he only 
knew that they had business relations. Cha- 
bert admitted that he had no account books 
which would show how he disposed of 335,000 
francs of which he was the recipient. 
Attempt to Bribe M. Borie. 

4 Borie said today that in 1886, while 
the Panama Canal Lottery bill was before the 
Chamber of Deputies, a fine-looking man, 
wearing a Spanish decoration, accosted him

A disastrous gale is reported as prevailing 
in the Province of Catanza. Three vessels in 
the harbor of Santa Veners were wreeked to- 
day and ten persons were drowned. 


Attacked Dr. Robertson’s Guard. 

Caucurra, Dec. 6.—A few days ago ‘a band of 
Chilasi tribesmen, numbering 1,000 men, made an 
attack upon a Cashmere guard under the com- 
mand of Dr. Robertson, the British agent at 
Chitral. The tribesmen were repulsed with a loss 
of fifty killed. Two days later a force com- 
manded by Maj. Twigg attacked and dispersed 
the tribesmen. It is supposed that the Chilasis 
were instigated to attack the British army by 
Sher Afzul Khan, the usurping ruler of Chitral. 


Russia Buying Swansea Tinplate. 
SwWANSBA, . 6.—The exports of tinplate from 
this port last week reached the unusual amount 
of 120.331 boxes. A notable feature of the orders 
was that they were mostly from Batoum, Russia, 
where the plates will be made into receptacles 
for petroleum. 


Indorses the Washington Conference, 
MADRID, Dec. 6.—The Minister of Marine has 
given notice of the adhesion of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment to the conclusion of the Washington 
maritime conference with regard to the preven- 
tion of collisions at sea. 


Heavy Snows in Galicia. 

Vrenna, Dec. 6.—Violent snow-storms are pro- 
vailing in Galicia. The roads are blocked in 
many parte of the country, and in some places 
railway traffic is suspended. Street traflic in 
Budapesth is badly interrupted. 


Took on the Spree’s Passengers. 
QvuEENSTOWN, Dec. 6.—The North Lloyd steam: 
ship Havvel arrived here today, and, after taking 
on board the passengers of the disabled steam- 
ship Spree, proceeded for New York. 


Cardinal Lavigerie’s Body Reaches Tunis. 
Tunis, Dec. 6.—The body of Cardinal Lavigerie, 

who died at Aigiers Nov. 26, arrived here this 

morning on board the French frigate Casmo.

VIOLATED THE SMOKE ORDINANCE. 


Fine of $35 Imposed on Dr. Quinlan— 
Jacob Furst Acquitted. 

Dr. Quinlan, who owns the building at No. 
218 Washington street, was fined $35 for a vio- 
lation of the smoke ordinance in Judge 
Dunne’s court yesterday. The case came be- 
fore qudge Dunne and a jury by appeal from 
Justice Glennon, who on application of the 
Society for the Prevention of Smoke imposed 
a fine upon Dr. Quinlan, the latter taking an 
appeal to the upper court. 

Attorney Lynn Helm tried to convince the 
jury that the smoke society was merely 
an agency for the promotion of a particular 
style of alleged smoke consumer. E. W. 
Pnelps, the Secretary of the company, who 
was placed on the stand, vigorously denied 
this, and several Smoke Inspectors testified 
— a violation of the ordinahce had taken 

ace, 

Judge Dunne yesterday heard the appeal of 
Jacob Furst from a fine which was imposed 
upon him for an alleged violation of the smoke 
ordinance. He found Furst not guilty. 
Furst owns a building at the corner of Quincy 
and Franklin streets, and the evidence sub- 
mitted to the court showed that he placed 
smoke consumers in his premises May 6, 1891, 
which were approved by the city. Dec. 1, 
1891, he le tho promises, and the lease 
specified that the tenants should comply with 
the city ordinances. 

The alleged offense did not occur until 
Sept. 24, 1892, and on behalf of Furst it was 
argued that he was not responsible for the 
act of his tenants. 


FARM IMPLEMENT DEALERS UNITE. 


Association Formed for Mutual Benefit 
and Self-Protection, 

Owing to what is described as the depression 
and demoralization in the retail agricultural 
implement business the dealers in the State 
of Illinois have formed themselves into an 
association for mutual benefit and self-protec- 
tion. The association met in convention at 
the Grand Pacific yesterday, this being the 
first gathering since the determination to or- 
ganize was arrived at last spring. The speak- 
ers yesterday bitterly complained of the meth- 
ods pursued by the manufacturers and de- 
ciared that if the present methods were perse- 
vered in it would be useless to continue in the 
business, Most of the discussion related to 
the system employed by the manufacturers in 
connection with the sale of harvesters and other 
agricuitural appliances, The system as de- 
tailed by the speakers is this: The regular 
dealers in acertain town are sold these har- 
vesters at a certain price.

yesterday’s deliberations a committee was ap- 
pointed to draft resolutions denouncing the 
policy of the manufactusers; another com- 
mittee was appointed to prepare by-laws. 


If everything goes accordmg to the pro- 
gram water will be let into the new four-mile 
lake tunnel this morning. The only obstacle 
that might prevent the carrying out of the 
plans Will be a rough sea. This would prevent 
City Engineer Clarke and his assistants from 
landing at the four- mile crib. Mr. Clarke and 
Assistant City Engineers Hopp and McDonald 
will leave for the crib in a tug at 7:30 o’clock 
this morning if everything is favorable. 

There is nothing in the way of the city tak- 
ing possession of the tunnel now, for Andrew 
Onderdonk, the contractor, formally turned 
the property over to Commissioner of Public 
Works Aldrich yesterday, the city agreeing 
that there should be no prejudice to Mr. On- 
derdonk’s legal rights. 

Mr. Clarke and his assistants, when they ar- 
rive at the crib, will lift the gates leading to 
the ports and allow the water gradually to fill 
the tunnel, The. operation of filling will be 
slow. Mr. Clarke says an attempt to let in 
any large volume of water at once would 
burst the brick-work and destroy the results 
of four years’ labor, At the rate estimated 
nearly twenty-four hours will be required-to 
fill the shaft, and before the first stream of 
water trickles into sight at the shore end the 
gates will have been open fifteen hours. 

To Clean the Tunnél Thoroughly. 

After the filling is completea Mr. Clarke 
will allow the water to s some hours. It 
will then be drained off into the lake at the 
shore. The scouring thus effected is consid- 
ered sufficient to force out any light refuse that 
the other cleaning may have left behind. 
With the first filling drained off the tunnel 
will be ready to supply drinking water to Chi- 
eago. It will again be filled and conpection 
made with the mains extending through the 


city. 

The ultimate additional available supply 
from the new tunnel will be limited by the 
pumping capacity of the stations. Three new 
pumps at the Fourteenth Street Station will 
represent the greatest part of the increased 
supply. These pumps were built in anticipa- 
tion of the four-mile tunnel supply, and they 
have been waiting nearly a year for the com- 
pletion of the work. Their total capacity is 
40,000,000 gatlons daily. Besides these there 
are one or two reserve pumps that can be 
started in emergency cases, raising the total 
ultimate supply to 55,000,000 galions. This 
figure, however, represents but a portion of 
the amount that can be drawn through the 
new tunnel. Its total capacity is 130,000,000 
gallons. 

The Finance committee of the Council 
finally awarded Mr. Onderdonk $148,000 for 
his work on the tunnel, but that decision is 
now a matter for future adjustment. The 
lawyers were unable to agree on the means of 
payment. Mr. Aldrich, Mr. Onderdonk, and 
George S. Willits, the latter’s attorney, con- 
ferred on the matter yesterday. The con- 
tractor finally agreed to deliver the work on 
stipulation that his action should not preju- 
dice his rights to the award. Mr. Aldrich 
agreed and the delivery was formally made. 
Including this award the tunnel up to date 
has cost the city $1,625,000. 

A voucher was issued to Mr. Onderdonk for 
$48,000 due on the work ‘under the origina] 
contract. Judgment will be entered by agree- 
ment in favor of Mr. Onderdonk for the 
amount of the Finance committee’s award, 
It is believed that as s20n us the judgment is 
entered the Controller will pay Mr. Onder- 
donk the full amount in water certificates. 
At least that is the understanding. The con- 
tractor says that had he been more fairly 
dealt with he would have been able to com- 
plete the work long ago. 

A Great Scientific Achievement. 

The great enterprise which has just been 
completed includes one and three-quarter 
miles of land tunnel and six anda half miles 
of subaqueous tunnel, From an engineering 
standpoint, owing to the character of the 
ground through which the subaqueous tunnel 
was built, it is one of the greatest undertak- 
ings of the present age and, had it not been 


that science afforded a resolution of the prob- 


lem and that the contractor was a man of un- 
usual courage, the work would have been 
abandoned. The enterprise is 
the products of Mayor Roeche’s 
ministration. Shortly after Mr. Roche be- 
came Mayor an ordinance was introduced in 
the Council providing that a tunnel be con. 
structed undef the lake from some point on 
what is known as the Lake-Front Park. The 
ordinance authorized the Commissioner of 
Public Works to make a contract 
not less than two 
miles under the 
to exceed four. 
After the measure was passed permission was 
obtained from the Nat onal Government to 
establish the terminus four miles from the 
shore, and the site where the four-mile crib 
now stands was the place selected. 

Bids were advertised for and a contract was 
signed with Andrew Onderdonk during No- 
vember, 1887. The advertisement required 
that each bidder make a deposit of $50,000 
with his bid and that the successful bidder 
substitute for the deposit a good and sufficient 
bond of $500,000 when he signed the contract. 
Ma were presented by the city to the 
bidders representing that the ground through 
which thé tunnel was to be built was of 
hard clay, of a character similar to that 
through which the North Side tunnel had 
been built. The borings had been made by 
the city. The contract contained a clause pro- 
viding that the first two and a half miles be 
completed by May 1, 1891, and that progress 
be mado on the remainder of the distance at 
the rate of 1,800 feet a year from each face, 
or 8,600 feet a year. 

Seven Months Ahead of Time. 


According to contract the tunnel must be 
completed by July 19, 1893. Mr. Onderdonk 
is seven months and twelve days ahead of 
time, 

The first shovel of dirt was turned at Peck 
court Dec. 1, 1887, when Mr, Onderdonk start- 
ed a shaft, the intention being to run straight 
east to the site of the four-mile crib. When 
the shaft was down seventy-five feet quick- 
sand was struck and the engineers on behalf 
of the city decided that 1t was impracticable 
to start the tunnel at this point. The con- 
tractor was accordingly directed to sink a 
shaft at the foot of Park row. At a depth 
of seventy feet the grouhd was good and 
a tunnel eight feet in diameter was 
started under the lake, At a distance of 250 
feet from the shaft the same stratification was 
encountered as had been met at Peck court.“ 
The contractor battled along for four months, 
using hydraulic shields, but making little or 
no progress. 

After he had spent much money a consuita- 
tion of the engineers was held and it was de- 
cided that there were only two things tod 
either build two six-foot tunnels or go down 
to the rock. The city chose the two six-foot 
tunnels, as it was estimated that it 
would take them. more than twelve 
years to build an eight-foot tunnel 
through the rock. Aside from this, the char- 
acter of the rock was a matter of doubt A 
tunnel through the rock would have cost the 
city more than $3,000,000 under the most 
favorable circumstances, and there was a 
clause in the contract providing an additional 
compensation to the contractor if rock were 
encouatered. 

More Difficulties Encountered, 

Mr. Onderdonk then started the two six-foot 
tunnels and pushed the work for oue and one- 
half miles, when so much quicksand was en- 
countered that the water would fill 1,000 feet 
of tunnel in a night. Another consulta- 
tion was held and it was suggest- 
ed that compressed air be used in 
posting the work. Someof the engineers

The original plans did not contemplate a

Mayor Roche thought this plan impractica- 
ble and the Council passed an ordinance pro- 
viding for the construction of a crib. i 
was in 1889, and in 1890 the contractor started 
an eight-foot tunnel west from the crib. The 
caisson for the crib is the largest ever floated

— 125 feet in diameter and the 
smaller one seventy-five feet in diameter. 
The bottom being submerged is made by 
heavy timbers, while the space§between the 
two cylinders is solid concrete, These cylin- 
ders reach to the water line and above the 
surface of the water there is sixteen feet of 
solid granite. In the center is a shaft ten 
feet in diameter. 

The air pressure was not used from the east- 
ern end until 1,200 feet of tunnel had been 
constructed. ; 

There is one feature of the work that is 
somewhat remarkable. The handling of com- 
pressed air is regarded as extremely dangerous, 
but covering the entire period of construction 
only four men were killed by accident, and 
these deaths, it is said, were occasioned more 
or less by the carelessness of the unfortunates, 
The greatest precaution is necessary after a 
man has worked in compressed air when he 
comes through the locks, ana he has to be 
watched like a child. Absolute temperance is 
— 6 as a stroke of paralysis, it is said, 
invariably follows when a man returns to the 
natural surroundings, if he is in the habit of 
using liquor. 

There were three shifts employed of sixty 
men each, and each shift worked eight hours.

Masonry Considered Substantial. 


It was maintained by some engineers that 
the tunnel would collapse when the air pres- 
sure was withdrawn, but the fears have proven 
to be unfounded. The air pressure was with- 
drawn in September, and the tunnel is said to 
be in the best of shape. The air pressure kept 
everything so dry that the masonry got thor- 
oughly settled. © masonry in the eight-foot 
portion is thirteen inches thick and in the six- 
foot eight and one-half inches, where the com- 
pres air was used, but there are places 
where the masonry is five feet thick. It is es- 
timated that the use of compressed air saved 
the city somethmg like $150,000, 

Mr. Onderdonk, the contractor, has built 
some of the heaviest work on this continent, 
He did over $17,000,000 worth of work on the 
Canadian Pacific railroad, building 400 miles 
of track and constructing tifty-one tunnels. 
He built 150 miles of railroad in the Argen- 
tine Republic in South America and construct- 
ed a large portion of the harbor improvements 
in San Francisco. 


WILL NOT BUILD A VIADUCT. 


Gen. Torrence Declines to Make a Road- 
way Over the Santa Fe Tracks. 

Some of the morning papers having asserted 
that Gen. Torrence, as President of the Chi- 
cago Terminai railway, had consented to the 
construction of a viaduct over the tracks of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, south of 
Halsted street bridge, Ald. Stuckart looked 
up the letter from Gen. Torrence to Commis- 
sioner Aldrich, which was read in the Council 
Monday evening, and come to the conclusion 
that Gen. Torrence, as Tun Taru had as- 
serted, declined to consider the question of 
constructing a viaduct. Gen. Torrence says 
in his letter to Mr. Aldrich: 

You are advised that the Chicago Elevated Ter- 
minal railway company intends to elevate the 
tracks of the railways so purchased from the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé railroad company 
in accordance with its (the Chicago Elevated Ter- 
minal railway company’s) ordinance rights 
which, Iam advised by counsel, supersedes and 
repeals any requirements heretofore existing by 
ordinance or otherwise to carry any street over 
railway tracks. 

Quite aside from the general impolicy of rais- 
ing streets above their natural grades and creat- 
ing inequalities which will be so greatly destruct- 
ive to property situated upon Halsted street and 
Archer avenue, I must insist for the Chicago Ele- 
vated Terminal railway company. in accordance 
with the advice of counsel, upon its legal rights 
in the premises. 

You may treat this as a declination on the part 
of the Chicago Elevated Terminal railway com- 
pany, as the successor in title and interest of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad com- 
pany, to carry South Halsted street by a viaduct 
over the railway tracks at the point indicated in 
the order referred to. 

Mr. Stuckart said: “ My colleague and my- 
self and some ofthe leading property-owners 
of my ward have arranged to call on Gen. 
Torrence Saturday to ask when he proposes 
to elevate the tracks. If he wül not agree to 
begin work within thirty days, I shall do my 
best to have the viaduct constructed in ac- 
cordance with the previous orders of this 
Council, the Mayor and Gen. Torrence to 
the contrary notwithstanding.” 


PROF. HENRY F. SMITH ON INSPIRATION. 


Why He Objects to the Stand Taken by the 
Committee—Full of Error, 

Crnctnnati, Dec. 6.— The entire forenoon 
session of the Cincinnati Presbytery was oc- 
cupied in hearing the continuation of Dr. 
Lowe’s argument for the prosecution in Prof. 
Smith’s trial. Dr. Lowe closed his argument 
in the afternoon and Prof. Smith began his 
last speech in his own defense. The main 
question he declared to be inspiration of such 
a nature that the holy spirit overcame the 
natural bias of the human writers of the 
Bible so as to Preclude all possibility of error 
even of fact. The committee held that it was 
of such a nature, but he maintained that the 
confession of faith did not require euch a be- 
lief. It was generally conceded that the in- 
spired writers drew upon other than their own 
resources. He quoted from Warfield and 
Hodge that the scriptures bore _ indelible 
traces of human error. The argument will 
continue tomorrow. 


EX-MAYOR CREGIER GROWING BETTER. 


His Physicians Predicted Refreshing Sleep 
for Him Last Night. 

Friends of ex-Mayor Cregier are growing 
more hopeful of his recovery, though he is 
still quite sick. Durmg Monday night a win- 
dow of his room was opened wider to admit 
fresh air, and then the room was afterward 
made quite warm. These changes of temper- 
ature made the sick man so restless that he 
slept but little during that night, and was 
slightly worse yesterday morning. During 
the day he had four periods of sleep, and con- 
sequently was better last evening. His tem- 
perature was 99 and his pulse nearer normal, 
ranging from 88 to 90. freshing slumbers 
were predicted for him by his physicians last 
night, and it is believed this morning he 
will show a marked improvement. He con- 
versed better last evening, and expected to 
rest considerably through the night.

12 that the crib remained incompleted. That 
penalty clause has not been enforced. Under 
the circumstances there is no reason for 
Shailer & Schniglau to bother themselves 
about the penalty clause of the Canal street 
bridge contract. They can write flippant let- 
ters to the Commissioner of Public Works 
about the deley without fear of rebuke. 
Hard for the People.

We tri to see 
the Mayor, but could not reach him. The de- 
lay in the matter is an outrage.

dent of Police Tells the 
Prison Congress of Latest Methods, 

Batrimorg, Md., Ded. 6.—| Special. Pres- 
ident Hayes, the delegates to the prison con- 
gress, and many prominent workers in this 
city for social reforms were deeply interested 
in the report submitted to the congress today 
by Superintendent of Police R. W. McClaugh- 
ry of Chicago, as Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Police Force in Cities. The report 
embodied the views of Maj. McClaughry, who 
has made a close study of the reforms 
needed to improve the police systems 
in dig cities and the Major’s forcible 
denunciation of the two common practice of 
making the police the tools of the politicians 
elicited the most enthusiastic indorsement of 
all the reformers present. Supt. McClaughry 
put his report under these heads: 

1, What has been accomplished in organization 
of police forces and improvement of police 
methods to this date. 

2. What obstacles or difficulties present them- 
selves to further improvement. 
3. What is the outlook for the future and what 
is demanded of the public in regard to pwiice sys- 
tems and management. 

After describing the evolution of the modern 
— system the Major enumerated the many 

uties that are ex ot the policemen of 
today. Among recent improvements in 
the system he laid particular stress upon the 
more accurate distribution of the squads, the 
introduction of the covered patrol wagon, and 
the aduption of the telephone and te ph as 
ameans of quick communication. ob- 
stacles to reform he thought were three in 
number—political interference in appoint- 
ments, lack of proper classification of the dif- 
ferent grades of criminality, and allowing fees 
to magistrates for receiving bail. In con- 
clusion he spoke of the rapidly approaching 
centralization of the population in great cities 
as the great problem with which the next 
century will have to deal, and said: 

No problems of municipal government can be 
more important in years to come than those 
which are connected intimately with the organ- 
ization and direction of the police systems of our 
great cities. This being the case, it ooves 
patriotic Americans to look to it at once that our 
police departments are not made tools of design- 
ing politicians, nor managed in the interests of 
those whose action is governed by solely mer- 
cenary motives. With the additional duties laid 
upon them ost daily, motives which have to 
do with their dearest concerns of business and 
social and family life, no effort should be spared 
to bring about the day when tbe police forces of 
our cities ghall be composed of the best material 
physicaliy, intellectually, and morally that the 
cities can produce. Drunkards and incompetents 
must not be permitted to remain in the ranks be- 
cause of their political pull. When this is ac- 
complished men will seek service. They 
will give their thought to the stady of their 
— * and their lives to the profession of their 
pride. 5 

When ignorance and incompetence have been 
supplanted by intelligence, pride, and manliness 
these great civil armies which must influence 
for weal or woe the destinies of our great cities 
and through them the welfare of our country will 
be the best and surest safeguards of civil institu- 
tions and American liberty. 

The report was discussed by Z. R. Brock- 
away of the Elmira Reformatory. Judge 
Francis Wayland of Connecticut, President 
J. G. Thorp dr. of the Massachusetts Prison 
Association, the Hon. Levi Barbour of De- 
troit, and others, all of whom spoke highly of 
Maj. McClaughry and indorsed his views. 
The congress decided to meet next year in 
Chicago, with the date yet to be fixed. 


CUT HIS THROAT IN A CHURCH. 


A Sailor in the United States Navy Kills 
Himself at Boston. 

Boston, Maes., Dec. 6.—[ Special. ]}—William 
Sloan, a sailor in the United States Navy, 
made a desperate attempt upon his own life 
early this morning in the Church of the Mcst 
Holy Redeemer, on Maverick street, East 
Boston, and died at the city hospital at noon. 
With three strokes of a razor he cut his throat 
and sank unconscious in the center aisle. The 
deed was committed just before the close of 
the regular morning sefvice, which began at 7 
o’clock, and was witnessed by several of, those 
in ‘the pews near the unfortunate man.

RAILROADS OOUNSEL WON'T TALK 
OF THE LAKE-FRONT CASE. 


7 


They Say They Are Waiting to Eeveive 
the Official Report of the Supreme 
Court’s Decision—Juadge Lyman Trum- 
bull Thought It a Victory for the State 
as Against the City and Railroad—City’s 
Rights to Be Vindicated When the Man- 
date Is Received. 

The counsel for the Illinois Central railroad 
in the Lake-Frant case still refuse to express 
any opinions on the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court. B. F. Ayer, General 
Counsel for the railroad corporation, said he 
had nothmg to say in regard to it. 

“Is it intended to apply for a rehearing in 
the case? 

“You will excuse me, but I have nothing to 
say.” 

John N. Jewett, who was engaged in the 
ease for the road, said he could not give an 
opinion until he had received the official re- 
port of the decision. He heid views on the 
subject, but it might be doing the court and 
himself iujustice if he based them on a mere 
newspaper publication of the decision. He 
would have to know authoritatively what the 
court declared before he could express his 
views. 

„Tun Tarox says it publishes the full 
text of the decision by permission of Justice 
Field himself.“ 

“I can offer no opinion or criticism until I 
have the decision as officially sent forth.“ 

Judge Lyman Trumbull was equally reti- 
cent. As he had argued the case before Judges 
Harlan and Blodgett he thought inquiries in 
regard to the matter ought to be made of 
other lawyers. He remarked, however, that 
he thought it ridiculous to say the decision 
was a victory for the city. It was the State 
which won the case, the city and. the Illinois 
Central railroad being the defendants. The 
decision was but a reaffirming of that of 
Judge Harlan, exvept as to the point whether 
there had been an encroachment on navigable 
waters. 

Until city officers obtain a copy of the man- 
date from the United States Supreme Court 
in reference to the Lake-Front decision no 
steps will be taken to enforce the decision. 
When the scope of the decision becomes 
known Mayor Washburne says prompt action 
will be taken to vindicate the rights of the 
city. 

Commissioner Aldrich says some plan 
should be adopted by which the city can ob- 
tain revenue from the Lake-Front. He says 
that certain parts of the frontage should be 
reserved for park purposesand pleasure boata, 
but he thinks the rest of the land should be 
devoted to some profitable enterprise. 

Corporation Counsel Miller says the ques- 
tion whether the railway company has en- 
croached on navigable waters is one that must 
be decided in the Circuit Court. 

Attorney-General Hunt Gratified. 

SPRINGYIELD, III., Dec. 6.—[Special. ]—At- 
torney-General Hunt is very much elated 
over the decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in the Lake-Front case. He has 
been connected with this litigation during the 
entire time of his two terms in his office as 
Attorney-General, and he is much gratified 
that the case has been so successfully closed 
just on the eve of his retirement from office. 

The main points decided by the court, as 
outlined in Judge Field’s opinion, coincide 
closely with the positions taken by the Attor- 
ney-General in argument both in the Circuit 
and the Supreme Courts, and this is another 
thing that pleases Mr. Hunt. From the be- 
ginning he took and has all along adhered to 
the I that the title by which the State 
held the submerged land included in the 
Lake-Front act was a title in trust for all the 
people for the pur s of commerce, fishery, 
etc., and that the State had no power to grant 
these lands to a — person or corporation 
so as to vest exclusive ownership thereof, and 
that the attempted — to the railroad com- 
pany in the Lake-Front act was therefore a 
nullity. 

This was the vital point in the cgse, and in 
Judge Field’s opinion this is held to be the 
law. This is, however, the first time the law 
has been so explicitly announced, and makes 
this the leading case on that point. With this 
point decided the claim of the railroad com- 
pany necessarily failed. The decision restores 
to the State, Mr. Hunt pointed out today, the 
fee ana ownership of thesubmerged lands, and 
divests the railroad company of the claim, 
not only of the ownership of the submerged 
lands, but the practical ownership of the har- 
bor of the City of Chicago. Mr. Hunt says 
that the case, not only as to the amount in- 
volved, but in the principles announced, is 


-one of the most important in the history of 


American jurisprudence. The City of Chica- 
go can now proceed to develop its harbor un- 
ee by any claims of private owner- 
ship.

DEATH OF NELSON R. WARWICK. 


He Passes Away at the Age of 70 Years— 
— Buildings He Constructed. 

Nelson R. Warwick, residing at No. 382 
Jackson boulevard, died yesterday morning 
at 12:20, aged 70 years. He was born near 
Richmond, Va., Aug. 25, 1822, came to this 
city in 1865, and had resided here continuously 
since that date. As a contractor and builder 
he was well known and was highly esteemed 
by his friends, all of whom mention him asa 
man of the strictest integrity.

Johnson. and Cornelius Warwick. They speak

Robert Downing exchanged the rude skins 
of the Roman slave for the mantle of the Roman 
patrician at the Haymarket Theater last evening. 
His appearance as Virginius. the title role of Sher- 
idan Knowles strong tragedy, was an interesting 
event, for it served to recall the work of that grand 
figure in tragedy whose art established him in 
a place among the stage immortals of today. It 
is the posidon that John McCullough occupied 
that the ambitious Mr. Downing is striving to at- 
tain. That he is yet distant from the goal must 
be admitted, although careful study has 
given to his Virginius a pleasing finish 
and at times considerable force. The actor 
has apparently gained a better mastery over his 
tendency to extravagant declamation in the im- 
passioned scenes. The monologue over the body 
of the murdered Dentatus in thelfirat, and, again, 
the burst of pent-up rage upon receiving the news 
of Virginia’s peril at the hands of Claudius were 
well done, 

The Virginia of Miss Eugenie Blair was as 
graceful and pleasing as was her Neodamia in 
Soumet’s tragedy, although fewer opportunities 
were afforded her in the part. She 
invested a tranquiliity and expectancy 
into her work in the betrothal scene of the first 
act which captivated her many admirersin the 
audience. The anguish which she portrayed in 
the tribunal scene was positive in the manner in 
which it was done and effective in its results. 

Mr. Macomber worked conscientiously and was 
satisfactory in the character of Dentatus. 
No less can be said of the Numitorius of Mr. 
Marsden. Miss Florence Erwin gave the lines of 
Servia a forced elocution that naturally failed to 
be effective. The members of the company, ex- 
cept the principals, seemed somewhat less at ease 
in the production of last evening than in the play 
of the evening before and much of the evenness of 
the entertainment was lost. Its staging was ex- 
cellent and seemuiugly correct.

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INDIANA GOOD BOADS OONGRESS 
RULED BY DEMOORA 


Gov.-Elect Matthews Chosen Permanent 
Chairman, While Cross-Roads Politi- 
clans Obstruct the Work of the Con- 
vention to Make a Good Impression on 
Farmers—Indians Horticultural Society 
Discussing Ways and Means for a Fine 
Exhibit at the World’s Fair, 

Inpranaporis, Ind., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
The Road Congress had not been long in 
session today until it developed into an inter- 
esting and characteristically Hoosier body. 
The chamber of the Indians House of Repre- 
sentatives was crowded before the hour of 
opening the congress, there not being room 
for all delegates to have seats. In addition 
the lobbies were packed with members of the 
Commercial club of Indianapolis, under 
whose auspices the congtess is being held. 

Secretary Fortune of the Oommercial club 
introduced Gov, Chase, who welcomed the 
delegates from nearly every county in the 
State and drew a pfetty picture of what a 
blessing and honor to Indiana it would be to 
have good country rode, thus setting the 
example to other States. While the Governor 
was speaking Gov.-elect Matthews arrived. 
With him were Rufus Magee of Logansport, 
one of the Democratic leaders in the last 
Senmte, ex-Speaker Mason Niblack, ex-Serator 
J. B. McDonald of Whiteley County, and nu- 
merous Democratic lawyera aud local pol- 
iticians. 

The majority of the delegates appear to be 
intelligent farmers, drawn hither by an hon- 
est desire to encourage the movement for bet- 
ter roads. The next largest number of dele- 
gates seems to be Democratic lawyers from 
the villages pnd cross-roads, anxious to do 
something to tickle the farmer in his own 
narrow territory. That the Democrats had 
captured the congress was shown shortly after 
Gov. Chase finished by nominating Gov.-elect 
Matthews for permanent Chairman. Gov. 
Chase was honored with the Vice-Chairman- 
ship and Evans Woolen became Secretary. 
The Democrats goon fixed up a program, and 
when Otis D, Thompson o khart moved 
that the Chairman appoint a committee on 
legislation and thus get that matter out of the 
way the Democrats shouted for the commit- 
tee and drowned out the Republicans, who 
made n feeble resistance under E. B. Martin- 
dule of this city.

in wages than is paid in the foreign mill, and 
yet tocompete in our market and in foreign 
th the foreign producers; that will 
farther reduce the cost of articles of wear and 
food without reducing the wages of those who 
produce them; that can be celebrated, after its 
effects have been realized, as its expectation has 
been, in Buropean as well as American cities, the 
authers and promoters of it will be entitled to 
the >, oe praise. We have had in our history 
several experiences of the contrasted effects of 
a revenue and a protective tariff. but this gea- 
eration has not felt them and the experience 
of one generation is not highly instructive to the 
next. The friends of the protective system, with 
undiminished confidence in the principles they 
have advocated, will await the results of the new 
experiment. 

Tho strained and ‘too often disturbed relations 
existing between the employés and the employers 
in our great manufacturing establishments have 
not been favgrable to a calm consideration by the

Trust Well Placed. 


The reports of the heads of the several execu- 
tive departments, which are herewith submitted, 
have very naturally included a résumé of the 
whole work of the administration with the trans- 
actions ot the last fiscal year. The attention, not 
only of Congress, but of the country is again in- 
vited to the methods of administrating which 
have been pursued and to the results which have 
been attained. Public revenues amounting to 
51. 414,079. 292.28 have been collected and disbursed 
without loss from misappropriation, without a 
single defalcation of such importance as to at- 
tract the public attention, and ata diminished 
per cent of cost for collection. The public busi- 
ness has beentransacted not only with fidelity 
but progressively, and with a view to giving to 
the people in tlie fuilest possible degree the bene- 
fits of a service established and maintained for 
their protection and comfort.

Reciprocity Treaties Made, Masterful Work 
as to Bering Sea, and Other Matters. 

Our relations with other nations are now undis- 
turbed by any serious controversy. The compli- 
gated and threatening differences with Germany 
and Englatid relating to Samoan affairs, with 
England in regard to the seal fisheries in the 
Bering Sea, and with Chile growing out of the 
Baltimore affair, have been adjusted. 

Thore have been negotiated and concluded 
under Sec. 3 of the Tariff law commercial agree- 
ments relating to reciprocal trade with the fol- 
lowing countries: Brazil, Dominican Republic, 
Spain, for Cuba and Porto Rico; Guatemala, Sal- 
vador, the German. Empire, Great Britain, for 
certain West Indian colonies and British Guiana; 
Nicaragua, Honduras, and Austria-Hungary. Of 
these, those with Guatemala, Salvador, the Ger- 
man Empire, Great Britain, Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras, and Austria-Hungary have been concluded 
since my nal message. Under these trade 
arrangements a free favored admission has been 
secured in every case for an important list of 
American products. Especial care has been 
taken to secure markets for home products in or- 
der to relieve that great underlying industry 
of the depression which the lack of an 
adequate foreign narket for our surplus often 
brings. opening has also been made for man- 
ufactured products that will undoubtedly, if this 
policy is maintained, greatly augment our export

Some other topics of interest werejconsidered in 
the conference and have resulted in the making 
of a convention for examining the Alaskan 
boundary and the waters of Passamaquoddy 
Bay adjacent to Kastport, Me., and in the initia- 
tion of an arrangement for the protection of fish 
life in the coterminous and neighboring waters 
of our northern border. 

The controversy as to the tolls upon the Wel- 
land Canal, which was presented to Congress at 
the last session by special yr having failed 
of adjustment, I felt constrained to. exercise the 
authority conferred by the act of July 26, 1892 
and to proclaim a suspension of the free use of 
St. Mary’s Fails Canal to cargoes in transit to 
ports in Canada.

If, as we must suppose, the political relations 
of Canada and the disposition of the Canadian 
Government are to remain unchanged, a some- 
what radical revision of our trade relations 
should, I think. be made. Our relations must 
continue to be intimate and they should be 
friendly. I regret to say, however, that in many 
of the controversies, notably those as to the fish- 
eries of the Atlantic, the seal interests on the 
Pacific. and the canal tolls, in the negotiations 
with Great Britain, I have continually been 
thwarted or retarded by unreasonable and un- 
friendly objections and protests from Canada. In 
the matter of the canal tolls our treaty rights 
were flagrantly disregarded. ; 

It is hardly too much to ong, ant the Canadian 
Pacific and other railway which aliel 
our northern boundary are sustained com- 
merce hay either its origin or terminus, or 
both. in the United States. Canadian railroads 
compete with those of the United States fer our 
traffic and without the restraints of our Inter- 
State Commerce act. Their cars pass almost 
without detention into and out of our territory. 
The Canadian Pacific railway brought into the 
United States from China an gopen, via British 
Columbia, during the year ended June 30, 1592,

That question is whoily with 
her own people. It is time for us, however, to 
consider whether, if the t state of things 
and trend of things continue. our interchanges 
upon lines of land transportation should not be 
put upon a different basis, and our entire inde- 
pendence of Canadian canals and of the St. Law- 
rence as an outlet to the sea secured by the con- 
struction of an American canal around the Falls 
of Niagara and the upening ship communica- 
tion between the great lakes and one of our own 
seaports. We should not hesitate to avail our- 
selves of our great natural trade advantages. We 
should withdraw the supers which is given to 
the railroads and steamship lines of Canada by a 
traffic that properly belongs to us, and no longer 
furnish the cme which lighten the otherwise 
crushing weight of the enormous public subsidies 
that have been given tothem. The subject of the 
power of the Treasury to deal with this matter 
without further legislation has been under con- 
sideration, but circumstances have postponed a 
conclusion. It is probable that a consideration of 
the propriety of a modification or abrogation of 
the article of the treaty of Washington relating 
to the transit of goods in bond is involved in any 
complete solution of the question. 


Chile Learned Its Lesson. 


Congress at the last session was kept advised 
of the progress of the serious and for a time 
threatening differences between the United 
States and Chile. It gives me now great gratifi- 
cation to report that the Chilean Government, in 
a most friendly and honorable spirit, has 
tendered and paid as an indemnity to the fam- 
ilies of the sailors of altimore, who were 
killed and to those who were injured in the out- 
dreakin the City of Valparaiso, thefsum of $75,- 
000. This has been accepted, not yas an in- 
demnity for a wrong done, but as a most grati- 
fying evidence the Government of Chile 
greatly appreciates the disposition of this gov- 
eroment to act in a spirit of the most resolute 
fairness and friendliness in our intercourse with 
that brave people. A further and conclusive evi- 
dence of the mutual respect and copfidence now 
existing is furnished by the fact that a convention 
submitting to arbitration the mutual claims of 
the citizensof the respective governments has 
been agreed upon. Some of these claims have 
been 29 or many years and have been the 
occasion of much unsatisfactory diplomatic cor- 
respondence. 

I have endeavored in every way to assure our 
sister republics of Central and South America 
that the United States Government and its peo- 
ple have only the most friendly disposition to- 
ward them all. We do not covet their terri 
tory. We have no disposition to be oppressive or 
exacting in our dealings with any of them, even 
the weakest. Our interests and our hopes for 
them all lie in the direction of stable governments 
by their people and of the largest development of 
their great commercial resources, The mutual 
benefits of enlarged commercial exchanges and 
of a more familiar and friendly intercourse be- 
tween our peoples we do desire, and in this have 
sought their friendly codperation. I have be- 
lieved, however, while holding these sentiments 
in the greatest sincerity, we must insist 
upon a just responsibility for any injuries in- 
flicted upon our official representatives or upon 
our citizens. This insistence, kindly and justly 
but firmly made, will, I believe, promote peace 
and mutual respect. 

Our relations with Hawaii have been such as to 
attract an increased interest, and must continue 
to do so. I deem it of great importance that the 
protected submarine cable, a survey for which 

as been made, should be promoted. Both for 
naval and commercial uses we should have quick 
communication with Honolulu, We should be- 
fore this have availed ourselves of the concession 
made many years ago to this government fora 
harbor and naval station at Pearl River. Many 
evidences of the triendliness of the Hawaiian 
Government have been given in the past, and it is 
gratifying to believe that the advantage and ne- 
cessity of a continuance of very close relations is

Correction of Misleading Statements as to 
Public Revenues, 

The report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
will attract especial interest in view of the many 
misleading statements that have been made as to 
the state of the public revenues. Three prelim- 
inary facts should not only be stated, but empha- 
sized, before looking into details: First, that the 
public debt has been reduced since March 4, 1889, 
$259,074,200 , the annual interest charge $11,684, 400; 
second, that there has been paid out for pensions 
during this administration, up to Nov. 1, 1892, 
$432, 564,178.70, an excess of $114,466,886.09 over the 
sum expended during the period from March 1, 
1885. to March 1, 1889; third, that under 
the existing tariff, up to Dec. 1, abont 
$93,000,000 of revenue, which would have been 
collected upon imported sugars if the duty had 
been maintained. has gone into the pockets df 
the people and not into the public Treasury as 
before. It there are any who still think that 
surplus should have been kept out of circulati 
by hoardi it in the Treasury or depositing in 
favored banks without interest, while the govern- 
ment continued to pay to these very banks inter- 
est upon the bonds 2 ms as security for the 
deposits, or who think that the extended pension

So far as these flgures are based upon estimates 
of receipts and expenditures for the remaining 
months of the current fiscal year there are not 
0 the usual elements of uncertainty, but some 
added elements. New revenue legislation, or even 
expectation of it, may seriously reduce the public 
revenues during the iod of uncertainty and 
during the process of business adjustment to the 
new conditions when they become known. But 
the Secretary has very wisely refrained from 
guessing as to the effect of possible changes in 
our revenue laws, since the scope of those changes 
and the time of their taking eifect cannot in any 
degree be forecast or foretold by him. His esti- 
mates must be b upon existing laws and upon 
a continuance of existing business conditions, ex- 
cept so far as these conditions may be aifected by 
causes other than new legislation. 

The estimated receipts for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1894, are $490,121,365.38, and the esti- 
mated appropriations $457,261,335.33, leaving an 
estimated surplus of receipts over the exnendi- 
tures of $32,860,030.05. This does not include any 
payment to the sinking fund.

The public contidence in the purpose and abilit 
of the government to maintain the parity of 
our money issues, whether coin or paper, must re- 
main unshaken. The demand for gold in Europe 
and the consequent calls upon us are in a consid- 
erable degree the result of the efforts of some of 
the European governments to increase their gold 
reserves, and these efforts should be met by ap 
propriate legislation upon our part. The condi- 
tions that have created this drain of the Treasury 
gold are in an important degree political and 
not commercial. In view of the fact that a gen- 
eral revision of our revenue laws in the near fut- 
ure seems to be probable, it would be better that 
any changes should be a part of that revision 
rather than of a temporary nature. 

During the last fiscal year the Secretary pur- 
chased under the act of July 14, 1890, 54,355,745 
ounces of silver, and issued in payment therefor 
$51,106,468 in notes. The total purchases since the 
passage of the act have been 120,459,991 ounces, 
and the aggregate of notes issued 5116, 783.500. 
The average price paid for silver during the year 
was 94 cents per ounce, the highest price bei 
$1.02%, July 1, 1891, and the lowest 83 cents, Mare 
23, 1892. In view of the fact that the Monetary 
Conference is now sitting, and that no conclusion 
has yet been reached, I withhold any recom- 
mendation as to legislauon upon this subject. 


ARMY AND NAVY. 


Building a Fleet That Will Be Worthy of 
the Stars and Stripes. 

The report of the Secretary of War brings again 
to the attention of Congress some important sug- 
gestions as to the reorganization of our infantry 
and artillery arms of the service, which his prede- 
cessors have before urgently presented. Our army 
is small, but its organization should ali the more 
be put upon the most approved modern basis. 
The conditions upon what we have called the 
“frontier” have heretofore required the main- 
tenance of many small posts, but now the policy 
of concentration is obviously the right one. The 
new posts should have the proper strategic rola- 
tions to the only frontiers we now have—those of 
the seacoast and of our northern and part of our 
southern boundary.

POSTOFFICES AND POST ROADS, 


American Ships Extended a Helping Hand 
Through This Branch. 

The report of the Postmaster-General shows a 
most gratifying increase and a most efficient and 
progressive management of the great business 
of that department. The remarkable increase 
in revenues, in the number of postoffices, and in 
the miles of mail interchange furnishes further 
evidence of the high state of prosperity which 
our people are enjoying.

The number 
of miles of mail journeys added during the last 
four years is about 76,000,000, this addition being 
21.000.000 of miles more than were in operation in 
the whole country in 1861, The number of post- 
offices has been increased by 2,790 during the year, 
and during the last four years and up to Oct. 29 
last the total increase in the number of offices 
has been nearly 9,000. The number of free deliv- 
ery offices has been nearly doubled in the last 
four years, and the number of money order offices 
more than doubled within that time. 

For three years ending June 30, 1892, the postal 
revenue amounted to $197,744,359, which was an 
increase of 1 over the revenue for the three 
years ending June 30, 1885, the increase during 
the last three years being more than three and a 
half times as great as the increase dur the 
three years ending June 30, 158. No such in- 
crease as that shown for these three years has 
ever previously appeared in the revenues of the

Tue work of the Interior Department, always 
very burdensome, has been largér than ever be- 
fore during the administration of Secretary 
Noble. The disability pension law, the taking of 
the eleventh census, the opening of vast areas of 
Indian lands to settlement, the organization of 
Oklahoma, and the negotiations for the cession of 
Indian lands furnish some of the particulars of 
the increased work, and the results achieved 
testify to the ability, fidelity, and industry of the 
head of the department and his efficient assist- 
ants. 

Several important agreements for the cession 
of Indian lands negotiated by the commission 
appointed under the act of March 2, 1889, are 
awaiting the action of Congress.

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION REPORT. 


Wants It Be Made a Penitentiary Offense to 
Assess Government Workers. 
Wasuineror, D. C., Dec. 6—The Civil 
Service Commission today made public its 
ninth report to the President. It shows that 
from July 1, 1891, to June 30, 1892, the whole 
number of applicanta examined for the five 
branches of the classified service was 19,460, 
of whom 12,160 passed and 7,300 failed to pass. 
Compared with the previous year this shows 
an increase of 396 in the whole number ex- 
amined, a decrease in the whole number who 
passed of 826, and an increase in the whole 
number who failed to pass of 1,012. The 
whole number appointed in the year covered 
by this report is as follows: Departmental serv- 
ice, 478; customs service, 161; tal service, 
2,118; railway mailservice, 1,199; and Indian 
service, 10; total, 3,961; adecrease of 1,434 
over the previous year. Of political assess- 
mente the report says: “This is the first 
time the Civil Service Commission has in the 
midst of a Presidential campaign actively in- 
terfered to prevent the collection of these as- 
sessmenta, and it believes its action had a 
most beneficial effect and that there was much 
less assessing done than ever before, although 
it cannot be doubted that as it was altogether 
too much took place. In the opinion of the 
commission this practice will not be wholly | 
broken up until it is made a penal offense for 
any person whatsoever to solicit a political 
contribution from a government empioyé in 
222 whatsoever. 
commission calls attention to the sys- 
tematic efforts made in various States to col- 
lect assessments from government employés. 


In all the cases it promptly published the 


facts in full and handed the testimony over to 
the Attorney-General. The commission de- 
clares that the classified service should be ex- 
tended as rapidly as practicable, As, for in- 
stance, to clerks and writers in navy-yards, to 
internal revenue service, to custom-houses 
with §twenty-five employés, and to fres de- 
livery postofiices. The National Letter-Car- 
riers Association, acting in its capacity of a 
branch of the Knights of Laber, have recom- 
mended that all free delivery offices be classi- 
fied. The letter-carriers are just like other 
American citizens. They want to feel that 
when they do the work of the public honestly, 
zealously, and intelligently they should not be 
made the sport of local political bosses. 

The commission also urges the adoption of 
a new classification of the customs and postal 
services and a modification of the rules, so 
that the number of excepted places and of 
places subject to non-competitive. examina- 
tion may be greatly reduced in all branches of 
the service. The commission thinks the ex- 
ceptions from examination in any postoffice 
may be properly limited to the Postmaster. 
Assistant Postmaster, Cashier, private secre- 
tary, and perhaps superintendent of the 
money order division. In the same way the 
nam ber of excepted places in the departments 
at Washington should be greatly reduced. 


FINANCIAL BILLS INTRODUCED. 


One by the Populists Show What Their 
Ideas Are. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 6.— The financial 
theory of the third party was emphasized to- 
day in a bill introduced by Mr. Otis of Kan- 
sas, having the voluminous title to change 
our monetary system, reduce interest, fix the 
unit of value, supply the States with a circu- 
lating medium, and for other purposes.”’ 

The bill is amendatory to one introduced at 
the last session. It fixes the dollar as the unit 
of value and declares that all paper money 
mentioned in the act shall be absolute upon 
its face and not in the form of a promise. All 
money specified shall be full legal tender, pro- 
vided that fractional currency shall be legal 
tender in such te the amount of $5 in any one 
transaction. In addition to the provisions 
for free coinage in the previous bill, this 
measure provides that the money paid for the 
bullion in the Treasury shall be covered into 
the Treasury as a part of the general reserve 
1 aint tel the f 

mmediately upon passage of this act 
the Secretary of the Treasury is required to 
have coined all the gold and silver bullion in 
the hands of the General Government for any 
purpose; and to have prepared at as early a 
date as possible fifteen hundred million dol. 
lara®of paper money; all of which, gold, sil- 
ver, paper money, shall be used to form 
part of the general reserve. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is directed to 
prepare an amount of paper money not to ex- 
ceed in volume 50 per cent of the assessed 
value of the real estate of the United States 
as shown in the last census, then be held in 
the general treasury as the States improve- 
ment fund, and only to be paid out on the 
order of the respective Governors and Secre- 
taries of States. 

Any State may avail itself of the provisions 
of this act by joint resolution of the Legisla- 
ture, and the State is required to pay to the 
United States an annual tax of 1 per cent on 
all sums drawn and retained during each year, 
and to open and keep in operation an exchange 
and general deposit department at the capitul 
of the State. 

Mr. Harter of Ohio introduced a bill in the 
House today that treats the financial question 
in anew way. It provides for the cessation of 
silver bujlion purchases Jan. 1, 1893, and for 
the sale of 100,000,000 ounces of silver bullion 
for gold. Mr. Harter thinks the continuance 
of purchase of silver would only increase the 
ultimate enormous loss of the country grow- 
ing out of the act of March, 1878. 


RETALIATION UPON CANADA, 


Bill Introduced Into the Senate Aimed at 
Dominion Shipping. 

Wasutretor, D. C., Dec. 6.—A bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Frye in the Senate today smacks:

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Positive He Did Not--Those Who Indi- 
rectly Implicate the Detective Can As- 
sign No Motive fer the Deed, 

Jangsvitix, Wis., Dec. 6.—[Special. — Will- 
iam H. Burt, a Pinkerton detective, may yet 
be seriously involved in the murder tf Mrs. 
Daniel Stone of Fulton, which has filled all 
Rock County with horror. The authorities 
are not satisfied that Burt played merely the 
part of a detective, 

The connection of Burt with the affair, 
said District-Attorney William G. Wheeler, 
ig as mysterious as some of the other circum- 
stances surrohnding the case. In Burt’s re- 
porta, which are in my hands, he tells of night- 
ly interviews he had with Mrs, Matthew R. 
Ashton. He claims that he ingratiated him- 
self with Mrs. Ashton to get evidence calcu- 
lated to unravel the mystery surrounding the 
assault made on old Daniel Stone two months 
before the murder of Mrs. Stone, and that 
Ashtou suspected him and finally forbade him 
tocome to his house, In this case he per- 
suaded Mrs, Ashton to meet him at night for 
the purpose of seeing if he could not get her 
to tell what she knew, Burt says, although she 
did not suppose that he wanted her to come 
out for that purpose. Mrs. Ashton, he says, 
often grew nervous and shed tears when he 
asked her pointed questions about the assault 
on Stone, but she would never tell him any- 
thing. Burt, I understand, is now under in- 
dictment for participation in the Homestead 
troubles and I do not know his whereabouts.”’ 

At the Coroner’s inquest after Mrs. Stone’s 
death Detective Burt gave little evidence of 
importance. He testified that he was detailed 
on the application of Village Marshal Spang- 
ler of Edgerton to discover who assaulted 
Daniel Stone. His salary, he said, was in no 
way contingent on the result obtained. He 
told how he had engaged board at the Stone 
farm by representing that he was a fisherman. 
He had tried to get into the confidence of 
every one in the neighborhood. From his 
room on the second floor of the Stone resi- 
Gence he hada good view of the premises. 
He arose at 5 a. m. on the Sunday of the mur- 
der and made out his daily report. 

Did Not See Mrs. Stone. 

He aid not see Mrs, Stone out at any time 
that morning, and said that he thought he 
would have seen her had she come out to feed 
the chickens, as Ashton alleges she did. The 
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place where she usually fed the chickens was 
near his window, and he remarked on the fact 
that she did not come, as was hercustom. He 
came down-stairs Sunday mormng, and at 
that time Mrs. Preston, Mrs. Stone’s aged 
mother, was at the back door calling for Mrs. 
Stone. After searchi the premises he got 
a man to drive him to Edgerton and ‘notified 
Marshal Spangler, returning with him about 
10 o’clock a.m. When they began to search 
again they met Ashton. Burt asked him if he 
was not going to help look for Mrs. Stone, 
and he replied that they had looked every- 
where and could do nothing more. Some one 
asked if they had searched the cistern. ‘hey 
said they had looked there, as Ashton had sug- 
gested that they might find Mrs. Stone there. 
The cistern, Burt said, was searched again, a 
‘rake being used. The body was found about 
eight feet to one side of the opening, 

urt also testified that he had last seen 
Mrs. Stone at 9 o’cluck Saturday evening, He 
had taken her statement as to the assault case 
and informed her of his business. Nothin 
that was pertinent to the case was contain 
in her statement. The Vistrict-Attorney asked 
him how much Marshal Spangler had paid 
him as expense money. He refused to an- 
swer and the Coroner did not compel him to. 

C. G. Beiderman, who lives a mile from the 
Stone farm and is a 3on-in-law of Mrs. Stone 
by a marriage contracted by her previous to 
her marriage with Daniel Stone, said yester- 
day that almost every one in the neighbor- 
hood thought Burt should have been held to 
the grand jury as well as Ashton, but that he 
1 see ced had never thought ill of Burt. 

e had suspected Burt of being a detective 
when he first came to the Stone farm and had 
watched him, but had never noticed anything 
out of the way in him. Burt had associated 
considerably with Alton Cady, a young grand- 
son of Mrs. Stone, for the alleged purpose of 
learning if the boy was in any way connected 
with the assault on Daniel Stone. Beiderman 
said that Burt had always appeared as a 
straightforward gentleman and Ashton had 
never seemed to like him. 

Had No Reason to Suspect Burt. 

„My neighbors,” said Beiderman, “ have 
suggested that the Pinkerton man did the 
job for money, bemg paid by those who had 
an interest in Mrs. Stone’s death, but I have 
never heard or seen the slightest thing point- 

that way. 
rs. Preston, mother of Mrs. Stone, said: 

Mr. Burt may have done the deed, but I 
do not believe he did. He was the first per- 
son I saw after I began to look for my daugh- 
ter the fatal Sunday morning. He was anxi- 
ous to help me and did all he could. It is true 
that the detective tried every way to see if my 
daughter, Mrs. Stone, was connected with the 
assault on Daniel Stone, but that was his bus- 
iness and he simply acted with my daughter 
as he did to others. The night before the 
murder my ype get read some stories to me. 
The first part of the night I could not sleep. 
In the morning I was unusually sleepy and 
did not get up till nearly 7 o’clock. I dressed 
and went into thé kitchen, expecting to find 
my daughter there as usual. I found the 
breakfast half prepared and my daughter no- 
where about. Taking hold of the sink I went 
through the kitchen. Little did I think that 
my Caroline was lying uuder that sink in the 
cistern dead. 

Old Mra, Preston’s lip trembled as she re- 
called the tragedy of her daughter’s death and 
the tears ran down ber wrinkled cheeks.

Clara Allen, the woman who claimed to 
have witnessed the shooting, is still missing. 
Evidence has accumulated that tends to show 
almost conclusively that the testimony of 
Clara Allen was induced by the liberal reward 
that. was offered for evidence that would con- 
vict the alleged murderers of Mayor Miller, 
and this fact furnishes a most potent motive 
for her sudden and mysterious disappearance.

The matter was deferred for one week. 
Deficiency in Two Funds. 

At the inception of its work the committee 
was confronted with a deficiency in two 
funds— the Coroner’s and that of the Detention 
Hospital. The former was shown early in 
last year’s board to be insufficient; the latter 
was depleted by the purchase of farniture for 
the hospital, paid out of the supply fund, when 
it should have been charged to the building 
fund. Provision was made for charging the 
necessary amount to the building fund. 

Communications from the Controller were 
referred to the Chairmen of the various com- 
mittees asking for detailed statements of all 
the positions to be filled, the estimated salary 
and supply funds, and improvements thought 
necessary, with an estimated cost thereof. 
These are to be handed in by Dec. 15, and 
with them as a basis the Controller will pre- 
pare the appropriation bill. 

Almost every newly-elected officer has al- 
ready applied for additions to his present 
force of men. President Edmanson, in his 
inaugural address, recommended the enlarge- 
ment of the fund for the improvement of 
county roads, an improvement of the sanitary 
condition of the jail, that sufficiently large 
saluries be offered to entice the best of 
physicians and union mechanics to the county 
institutions, and other things which will re- 
quire a larger outlay of money than was 
made last year. With these demands on the 
treasury the board is confronted with the fact 
that, through the reduction of the county’s 
valuation by the State Board of Equalization 
by some $18,000,000, the county.can raise this 
year only a sum $90,000 less than last year. 
The probable fund to suffer, 1f these ideas are 
carried out, is the building fund, which will, 
in all probability, shrink from last year’s 
figure of $400,000 to $200,000. The reduction 
can hardly be made below that, because this 
new board has to complete the Criminal 
Court Building, the pavilion at the County 
Hospital, and provide for necessary repairs. 
There will be no margin for new structures, 

The report of the County Agent for the 
month ending Nov. 30 showed the number of 
families treated during the month was 1,710; 
the number of visits made was 733. 

The monthly report of the Superintendent 
of the institutions at Dunning shows the num- 
ber of inmates Nov. 30 to be 819.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

Like all his public utterances, whether to 
Congress or to the people, President Har- 
rison’s message is practical and business-like 
in its contents, earnest, dignified, and un- 
partisan in ite tone. Without wasting any 
words for rhetorical effect he begins the 
message with an exposition of the extraordi- 
nary prosperity of the country and ite remark- 
able increases in wealth, railroad mileage, 
manufactures, exports and coastwise trade, 
railroad traffic, farm products, values cf all 
products, workingmen’s wages, and savings 
bank surpluses achieved through the agency 
ot the protective system. There never has 
been atime in our history,” says the Fresi- 
dent, “when work was so abundant or when 
wages were so high, whether measured by the 
currency in which they are paid or by their 
power to supply the necessities and comforts 
of life.“ The proof of this statement lies in 
the statistics so copiously furnished. Assum- 
ing that the present policy will be changed, 
the tariff bill repealed, and a tariff law for 
revenue only substituted, he recommends tliat 
tariff revision shall be left to the incoming 
Congress, thus placing the responsibility 
where it belongs, as is proper. 

The sections of the message referring to our 
relations with other powers are of more than 
ordinary interest. After reference to the adjust- 
ment of complications with Germany, Eugland. 
Chile, and Italy, and the commercial agree- 
ments made with various nations, he makes an 
important suggestion in the Bering Sea mat- 
ter—nathely: that the President should be in- 
vested with power to prohibit the taking of 
seals in the Northern Pacific Ocean by Amer- 
ican vessels in case the same restraints can be 
placed upon the vessels of all other countries. 
He also advises a radical revision of trade re- 
lations with Canada so long as: the present 
political relations continue by which inter- 
change on lines of land transportation shall 
be put on a different basis and this country 
shall be entirely independent of the Canadian 
canals and the St. Lawrence as an outlet to 
the sea by the construction of a canal around 
Niagara and ship communication between the 
great lakes and one of our seaports. 

It is gratifying to note that the President 
again emphasizes the importance of the Nicar- 
agua Canal and the duty of Congress to give 
to that great project prompt and adequate 
support 80 that it may be completed at the 
éarliost practicable time. The abstracts of 
department reports already have appeared in 
Taz Tarsuns. As connected with them it is 
of special interest that he urges the settle- 
ment of the cession of the Cherokee Strip so 
that the lands may be open to public occu- 
pancy; the merging of the Indian schools as 
fast as practicable into the public school sys- 
tem; prudent and patriotic legislation so far 
as pensions are concerned; and the 
appointment of a commission to deal 
with the relations of the government 
to the Union Pacific road. The Presi- 
dent takes strong ground upon the immi- 
gration question, as it was expected he would. 
He recommends that quarantine regulations 
shall be placed under the national control and 
that immigration shall be so restricted as to 
keep out the vicious, the ignorant, civil dis- 
turbers, paupers, and contract laborers. Upon 
this most vital question, which concerns not 
alone the public health but the public pros- 
perity, there is no doubt where the President 
stands. It is a great compliment to Chicago 
that he finds the World’s Fair has made satis- 
factory progress and that it will be carried 
forward to success in a manner consonant 
with the dignity and honor of the country. 
The recommendation of a uniform system of 
brakes and couplings to save human life on 
the railroads of the country is earnestly re- 
newed. Briefly but forcibly the necessity is 
urged of a non-partisan commission to deal 
with the evils growing out of our election 
methods in the choice of national candidates 
and with the lawlessness which still exists in 
many sections. Even the most aggressive and 
prejudiced partisan cannot take exceptions 
with any show of reason to the President’s 
suggestions on this point. 

The President began his message. with an 
exposition of the prosperity of the country 
which has grown out of the protective system. 
He closes it with a few words which may yet 
be prophetic. The various exhibits of the de- 
partments are a standard from which to judge 
of the increase or decadence caused 
by the new legislative policy. There is 
no reason why this prosperity, if untouched, 
should not continue and even increase as the 
country grows. The warning sounds in the 
brief words: There are no near frontiers to 
our possible development. Retrogression 
would be crime.”” Can Mr. Cleveland afford 
to disturb and eadanger this prosperity by re- 
fusing to call an extra session? 


THE PRESIDENT’S VIEW OF NATIONAL 
FINANCES. 

That part of the President's message 
which is devoted to the consideration of 
finance and revenue isa clear statement of 
the most salient facts in the situation, with 
oalm, unprejudiced references to the possibili- 
ties of the future as influenced by changes of 
national policy or apprehensions thereof. 
Referring to the silver conference the Presi- 
dent says he has not had, nor has he now, any 
doubts that the free coinage of silver upon an 
agreed international basis would greatly pro 
mote the interests of our people and equally 
those of other nations; and he intimates a be- 
lief that whatever may be done by the con- 
ference very soon the commercial conditions 
will compe! the now reluctant governments 
to unite with us in this movement to secure 
an enlargement of the volume of coined 
money needed for the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the world.“ 

Attention is called to the fact that since 
March 4, 1889, the public debt has been re- 
duced $259,074,200 and the annual interest 
charge $11,684,469, while the pensions paid 
out exceed the total for the preceding four 
years by $11,466,386, and that under the ex- 
isting tariff about $93,000,000 of revenue which 
would have been coliected upon imported 
sugars if the duty had been maintained has 
gone into the pockets of the people.

about $21,000,000 if there be no change in e- 
isting business and legislative conditions. 

The redemption of bonds since the passage 
of the law to the end of last June exceeded 
the requirements by $990,510,681. The Presi- 
dent concurs in the recommendation of the 
Secretary that the sinking fund law be re- 
pealed, He says the future retirement of 


bonds before maturity should be a matter of |. 


convenience, not of compulsion, We ougnt 
not to collect revenue for that purpose, but 
only use any casual surplus. 

President Harrison insists that the public 
confidence in the purpose and ability of the 
government to maiatain the parity of all our 
money issues, whether coin or paper, must re- 
main unshaken. He says the conditions 
which have caused the European drain upofi 
the gold in our Treasury are in au important 
degree political and not commercial, and 
those efforts should be met by appropriate 
legislation upon our part. And in view of the 
fact that a general revision of our reveuue 
laws in the neat future seems to be probable 
it would be better that any changes in this di- 
rection should be a part of that revision rather 
than of a temporary nature. During the last 
fiscal year 54,355,748 ounces of silver were 
purchased at an average of 94 cents, the notes 
issued therefor amounting to $51,106,468, mak- 
ing a total of 120,459,991 ounces purchased 
since the passage of the act anda note isaue 
of $116,783,590 against it, The lowest price 
paid was 88 cents per ounce, March W last. 
The President withholds any recommendation 
as to silver legislation in view of the fact that 
the monetary conference is still in session, 


THE PRESIDENT ON PROTECTION AND 
; FREE TRADE. : 

What President Harrison has to say on the 
subject of protection in his message delivered 
yesterday will meet with the cordial approval 
of all Republicans, He will not abandon 
principles which he believes to be sound be- 
cause his party has been defeated. Nor will 
they. They will appeal from the constit- 
uencies of 1892 to those of 1896, and continue 
appealing till the verdict of last month is re- 
versed. The President says: 

I believe that the protective system, which now 
for something like thirty years has prevailed in 
our legislation, has been a mighty instrument for 
the development of our national wealth, and a 


most powerful agency in protecting the homes of 
our workingmen frem the invasion of want, 


As evidence of the correctness of his asser- 
tion he gives statistics showing how wealth, 
productivity, and wages have increased since 
1860 under the protective system. Other sta- 
tistics show the progress which has been 
made since 1890. Fureign trade and internal 
commerce have reached unexampled dimen- 
sions. The President is justified in his state- 
ment that “ there never has been a time when 
work was so abundant or when wages were as 
bigh.“ 

After having shown what has been accom- 
plished by the policy which the peopie con- 
demned last month the President turns to the 
one which is to takę its place for the next four 
years at least. He says: 

The result of the recent election must be ac- 
cepted as having introduced a new policy. We 
must assume that the present tariff, constructed 
upon the lines of protection, is to be repealed, and 
that there is to be substituted for it a tariff law 
constructed solely ‘with reference to revenue: that 
no duty is to be higher because the increase will 
keep open an American mill or keep up the wages 
of an American workman. The contention has 
not been between schedules, but between princi- 
ples. 

Having faith in the sincerity of the Demo- 
crats the President says it would be offen- 
sive to suggest that the prevailing party will 
not carry into legislation the principles advo- 
cated by it and the pledges given to the peo- 
ple.“ But as the Senate is Republican and 
he is a Republican, as neither will abandon 
Republican principles because of the recent 
defeat, and as nothing can be done with the 
tariff by the present Congress, he recom- 
mends that the subject be left to the incoming 
oue. He regrets this delay of three months— 
it will be a delay of a year if Mr, Cleveland 
does not call an extra session—because the 
threat of great tariff changes will cause busi- 
ness inaction, diminished production, and 
lessened importations. It is evidently Presi- 
dent Harrison’s deliberate belief that his suc- 
cessor should convene Congress the 5th of 
March, so that the new policy may be put into 
operation at the earliest possible moment. 

He makes no prophecies as to what the ro- 
sults of that policy will be. He would prefer, 
for the sake of the country, that those who 
have made disastrous forecasts of the conse- 
quences of a change should be disappointed, 
and he assures the Democrats that they will 
be entitled to the highest praise— 

If a system of customs duties can be framed 
that will set the idle wheels and looms of Europe 
in motion and crowd our warehouses with for- 
eign-made goods and at the same time keep our 
own mills busy; that will give us an increased par- 
ticipation in the markets of the world“ of great- 
er value than the home market we surrender; 
that will give increased work to foreign work- 
men upon products to be consumed by our peo- 
ple without diminishing the amount of work to 
be done bere; that will enable the American man- 
ufacturer to pay to his workmen from 50 to 100 
per cent more in wages than is paid in the foreign 
mill and yet to compete in our market and in for- 
eign markets with the foreign producer; that will 
further reduce the cost of articles of wear and 
food without reducing the wages of those who 
produce them. 

Every Republican believes that it is easier 
to reconcile free will and predestination than 
to devise a system which will produce the 
above results. But the Democrats have as- 
sured the voters that they can do something of 
that sort andthe President does not discourage 
them, but bids them go ahead, assuring them 
with perfect good nature that 

The friends of the protective system, with un- 
diminished confidence in the principles they have 
advocated, will await the results of the new ex- 
periment. 

President-elect Cleveland cannot fail to call 
a special session after reading the message of 
his successor and predecessor.

THE GIST OF THE LAKE-FRONT DECISION. 

The special value of Mr. Justice Field’s de- 
cision is that it gives the Lake-Front to Chi- 
cago. Its general value lies in the fact that it 
lays down certain principles which limit the 
powers of State governments. Judges Harlan 
and Biodgett took the ground that the legis- 
lation of 1869 should be looked on as merely a 
license to the railroad company to make har- 
bor improvements, and that being a license it 
was revocable. Thus they got around the 
claim that the State had made a contract 
with the company which it could not impair. 

Mr. Justice Field and his associates take 
higher and broader ground. They lay down 
the doctrine that a State government holds 
such property as the submerged lands in tne 
Chicago harbor in trust for the people, and 
that any attempted grant, such as that of 
1869, is subject to revocation, if not absolute. 
ly void on ite face. There is then a limit to 
the powers of the Legislature and Governor 
ofa State in dealmg with certain classes of 
the property of the State even though that 
limitatuon be not expressed in its Constitution, 
A clear distinction is drawn between such 
property as swamp lands which may come 
into the possession of Illinois, which it can 
dispose of as it sees fit. and the navigable 
waters and the lands under them, which are 
held in trust for the people, and which can- 
not be sold or given away by the State gov- 
ernment. 

The court does not push its doctrine to an 
extreme in a case like the present one. It 
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not barter away, some trusts which they cannot 
sell out, some contracts which it is not in 
their power to make. If they attempt to over- 
step their powers the Supreme Court of the 
United States will intervene if the State Su- 
preme Courts fail to do so. 


NOW BREAK UP THE TRUSTS. 

The Rural Néw Yorker publishes the fol- 
lowing list of trusts that are acknowledged to 
be such. It does not include several of the 
largest and greediest trusts in the country, for 
the reason that no trustworthy information 
can be obtained respecting them: 
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Name of trust. 
Standard Oil.......... 2... 
Cottonseed Oil 
American Type-founders’... 
Anthtacite Coal ............ 5 
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These forty-three concerns, with 
twenty-year-old Standard Oil at the head, foot 
up a capitalization of $1,352,700,000, or more 
than one and a third billions. Fully half of this 
is estimated to be water, injected into the 
concerns for the purpose of enabling the 
bosses to realize royal dividends on actual 
values while appearing to be content with 
moderate profits. All of them are illegal, and 
have been so declared, with no uncertain 
sound, by the latest adopted national Demo- 
cratic platform, which denounces them in the 
following language: 

We recognize in the trusts and combinations 
which are designed to enable capital to secure 
more than its just share of the joint products of 
capital and labor, a natural consequence of the 
prohibitive taxes that prevent the free competi- 
tion which is the life of honest trade, but believe 
their worst evils can be abated by law; and we 
demand the rigid enforcement of the lawe made 
to prevent and control them, together with such 
further legislation in restraint of their abuses as 
experience may show to be necessary. 


The Democratic demagogues gained tens of 
thousands of votes from the Republican party 
by thus denouncing trusts and monopolies 
and charging upon the Republicans the re- 
sponsibility for ‘their evil, odious existence. 
Now that the Democrats have succeeded they 
must set to work to break up the trusts, for 
on and after March 4 next they will be re- 
sponsible for the continued existence of these 
monopolies. That fact forms an additional 
reason why there should be an extra session of 
Congress. Let it de called, and with direct 
intent to take by the throat the monstrous in- 
fliction of the trusts which are robbing the 
people day by day and absorbing to them- 
selves a large part of the wealth of the Nation. 
Will that party, when in power, destroy the 
gigantic mischief? We shall seo. 

If it does not, in what light will its refusal 
to grapple with the task place that party be- 
fore the country? How can it justify itself to 
those Republicans whom it inveigled into 
vuting the Democratic ticket by the promise 
to war against all trusts and monopolies and 
abolish them if possible? If the Democrats 
have any doubt as to just how far they com- 
mitted themselves in this particular they are 
recommended to read the position as officially 
outlined for them in that section of the plat- 
form which is quoted above.

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Tue vote of the city workingmen, recipients 
of artificially high protected wages, defeated 
President Harrison. Why they voted as they 
did he explains in few words. The strained 
relations between employers and employed in 
great manufacturing establishments — at 
Homestead for instance, though he mentions 
no place—were not favorable to a calm con- 
sideration of the effects of protection by the 
wageworker. In the heat of passion engen- 
dered by strikes and lockouts he lost sight of 
the fact that he could not get the wages he 
did—the highest in the world—if his products 
were not protected. 

He may now be able to review the question in 
the light of his personal experience under the 
operation of a tariff for revenue only. If that ex- 
perience shall demonstrate that present rates of 
wages are thereby maintained or increased, either 
absolutely or in their purchasing power, and that 
the aggregate volume of work to be done in this 
country is increased or even maintained, so 
there are more or as many days’ work in a year 
at as good or better wages for the American work- 
man than has been the case under the protective 
system, every one will rejoice. 

If not Taz Trreuns believes that the work- 
ingmen will lift up their voices and clamor 
unanimously for the restoration of protection 
with ten times the energy with which they 
have been crying out forfree trade. It believes 
they will find out, as President Harrison says, 
that there are many branches in which the 
American manufacturer can compete success- 
fully with his foreign rival without protective 
duties provided the wage scales are equalized. 
But when the manufacturer proposes that 
equalization to his men there will be worse 
labor disturbances than this country has seen 
yet. The President says: 

The Society of the Unemployed, now holding 
ite frequent and threatening paraces in the streets 
of foreign cities, should not be allowed to acquire 
an American domicile. 0 


It will, however, unless the workingmen a>- 
cept at once the demands of their employers 
and reduce their wages to the European stand- 
ard. 


Ar the last meet ug of the Council, brief as 
it was, several communications were read con- 
cerning unfinished public work of consider- 
able importance and haif a dozen Aldermen 
had orders, resolutions, remonstrances, etc., 
all implying censure of some city department 
or bureau for neglect of duty in not enforcing 
compliance with the terms of contracts made 
with the city. Those complaints are of week- 
ly occurrence, but little attention is paid to 
them. Occasionally ,some bureau chief or 
officer replies by jauntily presenting an im- 
pertinent letter from some contractor or cor. 
poration agent which contains some scarcely 
plausible excuse for failure to comply with 
the terms of the contract. There was a case 


in point Monday evening, when the reply of 
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bridge was a flippant letter from contractors 
who are old offenders in this line. Complaints 
made by property-owners and. others at the 
City Hall are greeted with impatience and im- 
pertinence, The penalties for delay provided 
by the terms of the contracts never are en- 
forced. No zval is displayed in pushing work. 
Everything is done at the City Hall in a per- 
functory why and official red-tape is at 2 
premium. Work is done in a glipshod, halt- 
ing, and uncertain manner. Perhaps if the 
Mayor could be induced to give some/of these 
matters his petsonal atteation there would be 
an improvement. 


Mr. Epmanson’s inaugural address as Pres- 
ideht of the new County Board does not 
promise much in the way of reform. its sug- 
gestions are trumpory, and most of them indi- 
cate an intention to inerease the salary list 
without regard to greater efficiency in the 
conduct of the county’s business. The new 
President refers in a self-laudatory way to 
his former administration, of which the less 
said the better for himself. The only sugges- 
tions that seem to be worthy of commenda- 
tion are those in reference to the improve- 
ment of the elevator service and the keeping 
of the County Building in u clean and respect- 
able condition, Since the elevator service 
passed under the superintendence of Sheriff 
Gilbert it has been greatly improved, but it is 
yet inadequate. That, however, is not the 
fault of the Sheriff or of his employés. but of 
the County Board, Which has failed to place 
in the building a sufficient number of ele 
vators. As to the cleanly appearance of the 
County Building, that is impossible as long as 
the sidewalks in front of and around the 
structure are, in moist weather, a succession 
of dirty water-pools. There has been no sug- 
gestion by Mr. Edmanson for the placing of 
those aidewalks in good condition, for the re- 
moval of the unsightly steps on the Clark 
street front, or for other modifications which 
may tend to greater neatness and cleanliness, 
It must be said as to the County Building, 
however, that it is a model of neatness, order, 
and accommodation as compared to the City 
Building, which seems to have become the 
sheltering place of loaferdom, official and un- 
official,

Tun Turgcne had an illustration yesterday 
showing the condition of Fifty-first street at 
the Fort Wayne crossing. It is impassable for 
teams and dangerous for pedestrians. Forty- 
seventh, Forty-ninth, and Fifty-third streets 
are not in much better condition. The rail- 
road company is ready to build a viaduct at 
Fifty-first street and to pay all the land dam- 
ages if there are any. It is not allowed to do 
80 because the city may decide at some future 
time that it will order the elevation of all 
tracks within the limits, If the elevation had 
been ordered or if there were any prospect of 
its being done in the immediate future then 
it would not be proper to permit a railroad to 
erect a structure which would soon have to be 
pulled down, But there is no ordinance di- 
recting the elevation of tracks. There are no 
signs of the paseage of one. No Alderman is 
the conspicuous advocate of that policy. It is 
better that the tracks should be elevated than 
that the viaduct system should be extended, 
but if the city is not going to adopt the former 
course it should adhere to the latter. It should 
not act like thedog in the manger and refuse 
to let railroads build viaducts if they are will- 
ing. Either viaducts or elevated tracks would 
stop the deaths at crossings, the usual aumber 
of which were reported yesterday. If the 
Mayor has any views on the subject he should 
call the attention of the Aldermen to thew 
and continue domg so,

A portion of the President’s message is de- 
voted to the reciprocity agreements which 
have been made with European and American 
nations under the authority granted by the 
present tariff law. New markets have been 
secured by them for farm products, in order 
to relieve that great underlying industry of 
the depression which the lack of an adequate 
foreign market for our surplus often brings,”’ 
and an opening has been made for manufact- 
ured products that will undoubtedly, if this 
policy is maintained, greatly augment our ex- 
port trade.”

ONTARIO’S WORLD’S FAIR EXHIBIT. 


It Is Growing and Some of the Features 
Will Be Shipped at Once. 

Toronto, Dec. 6.—Ontario’s exhibit for the 
World’s Fair is rapidly assuming large pro- 
portions and Commissioner Awrey is having a 
busy time superintending affairs. A large 
shipment of minerals from various parts of 
the province has been received, besides spe- 
cial exhibits from towns, including cubes of 
limestone. Another exhibit is composed of 
specimens of various kinds of timber grown 
at the Indian reserves in Brant and Haldi- 
mand. These are three feet in length, squared 
and elaborately carved and polished by tne In- 
dians. Thursday the second shipment of veg- 
etables and fruit will be made. This exhibit 
will be preserved by the cold storage system, 
and to insure its safety Commissioner Awrey 
will accompany the shipment. During the 
last three days seven cases of grains have been 
sent to Hamiiton, where they will be cata- 
logued. There are about 700 samples of grain 
in the straw, but they will net be shipped fill 
next January.

BEHIND IN HIS WORK. 


DELAY IN COMPLETING THE ILLI- 
NOIS STATE BULLDING. 


Contractor Harlev Stands a Chance of Los- 
ing Something Over $15,000 as a Forfeit 
for Work Overdte—Exposition Officials 
Want $500,000 of the Souvenir Coins for 
Expenses Incurred and the Vouchers Are 
Being Signed— Missouri and Oregon 
Ready to Install Their Exhibits, 


Members of the Illinois Board of World’s 
Fair Commissioners at their meeting yester- 
day in the Montauk Block decided to stir up 
Contractor Harley, who is constructing the 
lilinois State Buildmg at Jackson Park. He 
is sixty days behind time. The Illinois Com- 
missioners have prided themselves heretofore 
on being in advance of other States in their 
World’s Fair work. They have, however, 
struck a snag in the delay in completing their 
building. Mr. Harley is two months overdue 
with the work. He was to have it done be- 
tween Oct. 1 and 10. He signed a contract to 
that effect and agreed to forfeit $250 for every 
twenty-four hours durimg which the building 
should remain incompleted after the time indi- 
cated. In consequence his penalty now amounts 
to $15,000, and the Board intends to make him 
furnish a satisfactory excuse or suffer the con- 


sequences of delay. 

In his report to the commission Director in 
Chief John P. Reynolds called to the atten- 
tion of the Commissioners the unsatisfactory 
progress on the building. He also submitted 
a report from the supervising architect, say- 
ing it would take the contractor till Jan. 1 to 
get through if he didn’t move faster than he 
has. As a result of this the contractor stands 
a chance of losing something over $15,000, 

Mr. Reynolds in his report showed how all 
the departments of the work of collecting the 
State exhibit were moving along satisfactorily. 
The only hitch in getting through on time is 
occasioned by the incompleted state of the big 
building. 

After disposing of the building question by 
referring it to an appropriate committee for 
immediate investigation OCuom missioners 
passed a resolution inviting all the live stock 
associations throughout the United States to 
make the assembly room in the Illinois Build- 
ing their headquarters for holding conven- 
tions next year. The room will accommodate 
500 people, and the associations will be afford- 
ed quarters on any days they may ask which 
do not conflict with prior requests by other 
similar organizations. 

Progress on State buildings generally is sat- 
isfactory. New York, Pean 2 Ohio, 
Delaware, Arkansas, Florida, and Michigan 
are practically completed, as well as nearly a 
dozen others. The New Jersey Building, 
which was started but afew days ago, is go- 
ing up like a mushroom, and the Virginia 
Pavilion 18 running it an active race,

Missou- 
ri has reached the point where it can say what 
it has done rather than what it intends doing. 
J. K. Gwynne, Executive Commissionor, 
completed yesterday arrangements for the 
mineral, agricultural, and forestry exhibits, 
At the same time he began the installation of 
the Missouri horticultural exhibit. 
mineral display, he said, is boxed and ready 
for sbipment, and consists of more material 
than the space provided will accommodate. 
Executive Commissioner Dorsh of Oregon 
said the commission of his State had the agri- 
cultural and horticultural exhibits ready to be 
sent to Chicago. The display of fruit, he added, 
would be a significant feature and con- 
sist of a large collection of green, preserved, 
and evaporated fruits. Oregon expects to 
send some sheaves of wheat five or six feet 
high and yielding sixty bushels to the acre. 


VEXING POSTOFFICK PROBLEM, 


No Declared Office at the Grounds and 
Only One Carrier. 

Superintendent of Delivery McGrath spent 
the day yesterday at Jackson Park endeavor- 
ing to discover some method whereby one 
carrier may be endowed with the capacity of 
adozen. The World’s Fair headquarters hav- 
ing removed from the Rand-McNally Build. 
ing to Jackson Park has given the Postoffice 
officials a vexing problem to solve. 

There is as yet no declared pvstoffice at the 
World’s Fair grounds; consequently under 
the statute tne Postmaster-General has no 
right to allow carriers for that territory. By 
stretching a point the department was en- 
abied to put one carrier at the disposal of the 
Jackson Park officials to convey the mail! 
from Hyde Park to the Superintendent's of- 
fice, but now the arrangement just effected 
will necessitate the employment of several 
more carriers. 

Just how this is to be done is the perplexing 
question. Last October Mr. Wanamaker 
promised that he would allow men for the 
regular ante-opening postal work of the Fair, 
but Gen. Hazen has raised the point that it is 
not a legal procedure. 

Supt. McGrath is trying to invent some 
scheme by which he will be able to meet the 
trying exigency without crippling the services 
in other directions.

They Will Meet in a Big Congress to Be 
Held Here Next Year. 

Chicago is to have a big congress of chem- 
ists next year. While it is expected that a 
general attendance of American chemists will 
be secured at the Congress, it is hoped that a 
large number of foreign colleagues will take 
part in the discussion of topics.

Long, Chairman of the special committee 
having the meeting incharge.

Twenty-four Hours with a Young French 
Matron—Description of a Model Home, 
After a young French couple is married the 

next most important p ing is the decora- 

tion and furnishing of the home in which they 
are tu spend the first years of their married 
life, says the New York Morning Journal, 

It is no longer a rule of fashionable life in 
France to pase the greater part of it far from 
the matrimonial fireside. If follies are to be 
indulged in they are committed at home, A 
man who ruins himself in the making of a 
luxurious family retreat is in the best fashion; 
he who does otherwise is badly bred. 

Public taste in France seeks comfort in the 
home, and greater honor can be done to a for- 
tune by purchasing objects which are a con- 
stant pleasure to the eye than in riotous and 
foolish expenditures in questionable places, 

Furnishing the Home. 

Let us suppose that the apartment which the 
young couple has takeh in Paris is in the Rue 
Matignon, running from the Champs Elysées 
to the Faubourg St. Honor. It is an eight- 
roomed flat, with four or five windows look- 
ing on the street, and a similar number on a 


large courtyard. 

Each room is light, the proper lighting of a 
building being an especially important object 
with the architect. The kitchen is as far re. 
moved from the living rooms as possible. The 
servants sleep in the small rooms which form 


the top story of the house. Gas is used only 
in the dressing- rooms, ante-chamber, and 


kitchen. 

The question of furnishing is a knotty one. 
The style is returning to the more sober, 
cleaner lines of the Louis XVI. and empire 
furniture. The rooms are no longer crowded 
with screens and what-note; the tables are not 
loaded down with a thousand trifles. The 
couple take time in furnwhing and avoid 
placing the entire order in the hands of one 
decorator. They keep a look out for prizes, 
and succeed in getting together furniture of 
which they are not likely to tire. 

The landlord usually decorates the drawing- 
room, and the less gilt distributed the better. 
The essential pieces in that room are a couch, 
four arm chairs, and four chairs. They are 
upholstered in old tapestry, which is always 
fashionable and goes with everything. 

To these are addeda few small tables for 
holding flower vases, bonbonniéres, etc., an 
ottoman, and lots of cushions, while the card 
table is relegated to a dark corner. 

The young people do not invest in old 
curiosities, knowing that three-quarters of 
those sold are vounterfeits and the rest too 
expensive. The high pile carpet is of Turk- 
ish design, and covers the floor of the whole 
apartment. 

No clock is on the mantel. The wife has a 
small traveling clock on the table by her side; 
visitors have no right to know how long they 
have been bored. The place of the clock is 
taken by a statue in marble or bronze, sup- 
ported on both sides by candelabra, with lace 
shades, set in costly Japanese or Chinese 


vases. 
The white lace curtain, un of fine gui 
ure, is going out of fash and the light silk 
shades are taking its . Pietures by old 
masters decorate the walls, to which are aleo 
hung handsome Venetian mirrors in old 
carved wood frames. No wall brackets, un- 
leas in real Louis XIII., or good copies there- 
of. The upright or grand piano, unprepos- 
sessing in shape, is somewhat concealed un- 
der skillfully draped piano spreads. Flowers 
and plants are in the care of a nearby florist. 


Madame’s Drawing-Room. 


The little drawing-room is madame’s es- 
pecial care. It is her own particular domain, 
where she works, writes, or receives her in- 
timate friends on days other thau her special 
ceremonial day. t is hu with bright 
colored China silk, or is turn into a Jap- 
anese or Turkish room. In madame’s care 
also is the furnishing of the bedroom, and 
this, too, ishung with light colored drapery. 

The bed is of polished whitewood, and each 
of the other pieces of furniture should be of 
similar w as the bed. They are the couch, 
Achiffonier, a small writing desk and a wara- 
robe, with three mirrors, so that madame may 
see herself from all points. Flowers and 
plants have no place here. 

Next to the room is the dressing-room, 
with its bath, wash hand-bowls, marble-top 
tables, the little dreasing table before the win- 
dow with its every necessity to madame’s 
toilet, and the small safe. , 

The lord of creation has bis own room. All 
the furniture has a solid, austere appearance, 
in carved oak or polished ebony or other dark 
wood, A panoply of arms and a few guns on 
the walls, a few bronzes on the mantel. 

From the dining-room the plates on the wail 
are banished—they are out of fashion. Their 
place is taken by still life or hunting pictures 
or old tapestries. The sideboard, table and 
chairs are in dark carved oak. In the corner 
isa tall old clock—an ancestral relic. The 
center drop-light is replaced by candelabra 
before each person, with rose-colored shades. 

kitchen is characterized by a Hol- 
landic simplicity. The ante-chamber is fur- 
nished with a couple of chairs, an old coffer, a 
hat and coat rack, and asettee for servants, 
collectors, and others. 

French people love flowers and place them 
everywhere, but are careful not to crowd 
them, and never replace any missing one with 
artificial. Nothing is so beautiful as the real. 


A Fashionable Day. 


Madame rises very early or very late. If 
she has babies to attend to, early mass, or a 
morning walk or ride, she rises at an carly 
hour. If no cares call her she indulges in 
sleep until the nounday sun shall awaken her. 

At 30, the triumphant age of the woman who 
has em ployed her time to the best advantage, 
madaine has been able to make a comfortable 
center for herselt, and her progress becomes 
mote sedate. 

After a full hour devoted to her toilet she 
appears at the noontide meal, to which a very 
intimate friend or two is invited. The meal 
is simple, but hors d’q@uvres, as in Russia, are 
abundant. In some houses this meal is eaten 
much as stand-up suppers at balis are eaten 
here—the dishes are there, help yourself and 
eat it where you please. Atdejeuner madame 
gives her orders for the day, written on sepa- 
rate pads for the butler, the housemaid, and 
the stable. 

The smoking-room is but a step from the 
dining-room. Madame does not smoke, al- 
though she may occasionaliy blow a few deli- 
cate rings of smoke from a cigarette to keep 
a friend company. 

‘Lhe carriage is ordered for 3 o’clock so that 
madame may make her visits to friends, rela- 
tives, dressmakers, take up monsieur at his 
vlub, and return home. Her visits, her little 
confidential talks, etc., occupy her time until 
nearly 7, and she has just time to drive to the 
club. If they dine out they must not keep 
their hosts waiting. Nothing excuses a late ar- 
rival at a dinner. If they are going to the 
opera they reach their places between 9 
and 10 o’clock. If an after-dinner soirée is on 
the program the carriage is ordered for 10 
b’ciock, and they enter their salon slowly, 
avoiding conversation with anybody before 
greeting their hostess, of whose time they take 
as little as possible. Madame tries her best 
to make it pleasant for the men folk, for as

She arranges matters ahead, and finds it 
not hard to convince anybody bored to death 
that he is about to have guite a lot of fun. 

As to the conversation, it is of the choicest.

The 
neighbor is treated gently; few stories are 
told When they have no more to say they

The Hazelton Tripod Boiler company yes- 
terday filed an assignment in the * County 
Court to George W. Griffin, late Secretary 
and Treasurer of the company. The assets 
and liabilities were not given. C. B. Holmes, 
formerly President of the Chicago . City rail. 
way company, was President and Manager of 
the concern, which has offices in the four. 
teenth story of the Manhattan Building on 
Dearborn street. When a reporter Called yes- 
terday Assignee Griffin stated that he had re- 
signed his office as Secretary and Treasurer 
the day before in order to accept the appoint- 
ment as assignee. 

“The assignment,” said he, was voluntary. 
It was preciptated by a judgmeut for $1,500 
rendered against the company last week in 
favor of the Linden Steel company of Pitts- 
burg. The controversy with that company 
was an old one, and we have made ineffectual 
efforts to settle it. We were not in shepe to 
meet the demand for satisfaction on the judg- 
ment, and as the Linden company seemed dis- 
posed to press it we thought it best to give all 
creditors a show.”’ 

The statement had been prepared, Mr. 
Griffin said, but the assets greatly exceeded 
the liabilities. The former he thought would 
amount to $50,000, while the company’s debts 
would not exceed $25,000,

MOSES KUSWORM’S DEATH WAS NATURAL, 


Se Says Attorney Lowrey—Claims His Life 
Insurance Was Regular. 

W. K. Lowrey denied last night that thers 
is anything sensational regurding the death 
of Moses Kusworm or his relations with the 
Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance compa- 
ny. The facts in the case do not warrant 
the insurance company in raising any ques- 
tion as to the payment of the life insurance, 
said he. Along in September Mr. Kus- 
worm took out a 22 or $20,000 in the 
Northwestern. e had business relations 
with Dr. Stringtield regarding a niuety-nine- 

ear lease on Michigan avenue, and a mutual 
riend, representing the insurance company, 
arranged for the policy. Mr. Kusworm in- 
stead of pay mg his premium in cash gave his 
promissory notes. Business difficulties be- 
tween Messrs. Kusworm and Stringfield arose, 
and the agent, siding with Stringfield, de- 
manded a settlement with Kusworm. 

„About this time Mr. Kusworm received an 
apoplectic stroke from which he never recov- 
‘sed. The representative of the insurance 
company cali repeatedly on the fatnily_of 
the sick man, demandimg that the notes be 
paid. He was turned over to me. as attorney 
for the family, and I took the position that if 
the notes were paid promptiy the company 
would be held for insurance, while if the 
notes were not met the policy could be can- 
celed. The notes were paid either on or be- 
fore time. Mr. Kusworm’s death occurred at 
noon Monday after the second stroke. Five 

hysicians can be found to testify that Mr. 

usworm’s death was from natural causes, 
and there is no ground for the stand which the 
Northwestern company is alleged to have 
taken in suggesting that some investigation 
will be necessary before the policy is paid. 
The dead man carried two other policies. One 
of the companies has stated that its policy will 
be met without demur.”

PROPERTY PROMPTLY. 


Some Freight and Espevially Hay Allowed , 
to Stand in the Yards for Weeke—Rall- . 
read Tracks Are Being Used for Storage 


Purposes—The Chicago and West Michi- 
gan Does Not Seek Independent Eu- 
trance Into Chicago—Trans-Missouri | 
Freight Rates—Other Railway News. 


If consignees of certain classes of freight, 
particularly hay, would remove their property 
promptly, much of the outcry against the 
railroads for allowing cars to become scarce, 
would not be heard,” said General Superin- 
tendent Sanborn of the Northwestern road 
yesterday. 

“There are in our yards now over 100 cars 
of hay waiting for the owners. Some of it 
has been there for weeks. We had at one 
time really 300 cars. When consigners per- 
sist in using our cars for storage warehouse 
purposes how can we be expected to meet the 
demand!“ 

The shortage of cars referred to has been a 
fact inuch in evidence among many classes of 
shippers for months past. It has led, say 
railroad men, to many complaints, and they 
ad init to general dissatisfacuon. Complaints 
have been loudest in the Northwest, It is 


said that at stations on roads running through - 


the wheat country grain has been dumped on 
the ground because of the crowded condition 
ot warehouses, and, exposed to the weather, it 
has waited there for cars which were days and 
often weeks in coming. A prominent Board 
of Trade man, who owns a farm in Northeast- 
ern Iowa, has been unable to secure cars to 
bring away his products. Yesterday he told a 
reporter for Tux Trispuns that he saw dozens 
of empty cars lined up on the Lake-Front. He 
noted the circumstance as queer in view of the 
statements of the roads that they could not 
possibly furnish cars. 

The great activity which has marked the 


business of car-building for the last year has 


been frequently spoken of in the press. Gen- 
eral Superintendent Sanborn was asked 
whether, iu view of this, it was not a little 
strange that the car shortage should be com- 
plained of as abnormally great. 

Business Heavy in the Northwest, 

Business in the Northwest has been ex- 
ceedingly large, he replied. *‘ The last two 
crops were good, while those for several 
years previous were poor. This condition of 
things left the farmers anxious to realise on 
their grain immediately. They wanted to 
rush it forward within aday. We have added 
to our equipment, but there are great detaya 
at the terminal points. Thetime it takes to 
inspect grain, to unload it, and the careless. 
ness of consignees in allowing their property 
to remain in the yards ties up many care 
which should be on the road, 

Superintendent of Car Service Ross of the 
Burlington says that the Board of Trade man 
who saw empty cars on the Luke-Front may 
depend upon it that they didn’t remain there 


long. 

They were probably rushed right out,” be 
said. “A share ‘of the shortage has 
arisen from the inadequacy of terminal points, 
We have had no serious complaints. No shp- 
per has suffered lors. The Buriimgton road’s 
business has been immense.

NE WIORLEANS MERCHANTS FORM A UNION 


They Will Regulate All Matters of the 
Em ployment of Labor. 

New OxLxAxs, La., Dec. 6.—| Special. |—The 
special committee of the merchants appoint- 
ed by the Executive committee in charge dur- 
ing the recent strike has about completed the 
plan for the Merchants’ Union, and it will be 
submitted to a special meeting of merchants, 
manufacturers, boss draymen, and other em- 
ployers to be called in a few Ays. The plan 
has broadened considerably since the meeting 
which gave it birth, and will itf@lude nearly 
every ciass of employers, The union is not to 
be dev.ted entirely to the settlement of 
strikes, but will “tg lend itself to promotin 
a better feeling and more general conce 
action on the part of the commercial com- 
munity. In that way it is ex to accom- 
plish results which will be of great general 
benefit. 

Several of the classes which it is proposed 
to include have already 8 on their 
own account, but it is expected that these 
various bodies will join in the main associa- 
tion, in order to make it as powerful as possi- 
ble. One of the latept unions is the retail dry 
goods and fancy goods men. The latter say 
that while the strike made it easier for them 
to organize and get together their body has 
nothing todo with the strike.

GENERAL TONE OF THE MARKET 
SHOWS SOME IMPROVEMENT. 


Resumption of Dividends by Are Light and 
Power Company—Lower Prices Rule 
for Leading Articles on the Chicago 
Board of Trade—Provisions Almost as 
Weak as They Were Strong the Previ- 
ous Day—General Commercial and Fi- 
nancial News from Other Centers. 


There has been a change in the general tone of 
feeling at the Stock Exchange in the last few 
days. Alatge majority of the brokers have for 
some time taken a bearish view of the situation. 
The excessive duliness of the last two or three 
weeks has rather intensified that opinion. It is 
by this time becoming plain to every one, how- 
ever, that in spite of this extreme dullness no 
stock is being brought out, and that fact is leading 
a good many traders to change their bearish views 
to more hopeful opinions regarding the future. 
Buying orders for almost any stock on the list 
can only be executed by making higher prices. 
Buying orders are so exceedingly rare that prices 
are not advanced much, but it is plain to every 
close observer of the market that any considera- 
ble buying movement would inevitably be followed 
by an advance in quotations, There seems to be no 
tioating stock of any kind. Where it has all gone 
to is hard tu say, but that it is no longer drifting 
about in the usual channels becomes quickly evi- 
dent to any broker who has orders to execute. 
People who hold the stock seem to be in a posi- 
tion to carry it without difficulty, and, in spite of 
the fact that we have had fully a month of dull 
trading and some ten days now in which the mar- 
ket has been practically dead, all this inaction 
does not shake the faith of holders in their prop- 
erties. If buyimma orders would sharply advance 
prices it might also be said that a heavy offering 
of stock would break quotations because there 
are no buyers in the market, and that statement 
would probably be true as well as the statement 
that buying orders must rapidly push up ovrices, 
The market is simply in that coadition where, 
through lack of orders on either side. it is abnor- 
melly sensitive to any movement of the traders. 
It is quite probable that a bear raid might suc- 
cessfully depress some prices some points, but the 
chances for a bear raid do not seem to be pearly 
so good as the chances for a revival in the demand 
for stocks.

Those who 
are most sanguine arding its . are 
talking much bigher Pe ces, even high as 175 
or 200, but no one will be likely to — on such ex- 
pectations, without more definite knowledge than 
the public has at present regarding the future in- 
tentions of the management. 

Chicago Arc t and Power stock will be 
again placed in the list of dividend payers the 
first of next year. A dividend of 1% per cent will 
be paid in January and regular 7 per cent divi- 
dends will from that time be resumed The com- 
pany has now about regained the point at which 
it stood before the fire that destroyed its power 
station. It is not yet supplyi quite as many 
lights as it was before that time, a its distribu- 
tion of power to small manufacturers has in- 
creased remarkably. The company now has a 
surplus of about $50,000, which was left 
over from the proceeds of the last new 
stock issue, made to complete the power station. 
Another stock issue before long is not at all im- 
probable. The growth of the branch of business

— necessitate considerable extensions the 

-U y is to keep abreast of the demand that 
— made upon it. Its officers believe that the 
company cannot stand still.

Buyers were afrai 
of the new corn, oni to the damp weather, 
which brought with it a possibility of injury to 
the corn while in store or in transit. 

Norton-Worthington, Roloson. Cudahy, and 
Logan were prominent sellers of pork during the 
morning. right was against the price ali day, 
selling the list. The Anglo-American, Beazley, 
and Lamson were also amoag the pork sellers, 
with Harvey, Roloson, and the Chicago Packi 
company selling the ribs freely. Morrie: and Swift 
were the best buyers of January pork.
